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INTRODUCTION. 



The narrative puhlished in thc present volume not only aflords a curious 
picture of the state of Ireland in the reign of Edward II., but it forms an 
interesting chnpter in the history of English superstitton. Witchcraft 
was one of the oldest and most deeply-rooted articles of the super- 
stitious belief of the people, nnd seems to have existed among all nations. 
Among the Anglo-Saxons it was mode a punishalite offence both by the 
secular laws and by the ecclesiastical constitutions. In the Po?nitential of 
Theodore, composed in the seventh century, various degrees of penitence 
are enjoined to magicintis and cnchanters, and those who deal in cbarms ; to 
those who work people"» destruction or cndeavour to gain their love by 
witchcraft ; to tliose who consult divinors ; to those who cnuse tempests ; to 
and to several other similar offences.* Early in the century following,

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twetve months' penitence is enjoined to any woman who may eiercise 
witcheraft ; and seven years if she kill any one by her art. * In the eccle- 
siastical canous enacted under king Edgar,+ it is urgentlv recommcnded 
" that every priest zealously promote CbristJaniry, and totally extinguisb 
every heathenism; and forbid wcll-uorshipin^ and necromanciea, and 
divinations, and enchantments, an<i man-worshipings, and the vain prac- 
tices wbJch are caxried on witb various spells, and with frtth-tplots and 
with elders, and also with varioua other trees, and witb stoues, and with 
iimnv various delusious, with whicb meu do much of what they should 
not." And in the law of the Northumbrian priests.J it is ordered that, 
"' If any one be found that sliall henceforth practise any heathenship, 
eitber by sacrifice or by jyrt, or in any way love witchcraft, or worship 
idols, if he be a king'a thane let him pay i half marks ; half to Christ, 
li.-ilf to the king." 

Witchcraft was rightly considered as a retic of paganism, and was as 
auch proscribed by all the earlier ecclesiastical laws : but its existence was 
not doubted, aud it was looked upon with the more horror, as being the 
supposed result of some kind of intercourse with tbe spirits of evil, tbe 
" demous" who were genenlly supposed to have been the objects and 
supporters of idolatry. These demons were believed etthcr to be com- 
pelled to perform certain things by spells which bound them, or to be 
eicited to act in favour of persons wbo perfonned certain acts of su- 
perstitious worship : but we do not find among the Anglo-Saxons any 
traces of those corapacts with the evil-one which became 50 faroous in after 
mmimt capiu beitiinun ; qui vero taliter in ferinu speciea «• traiuformant, 111. an.

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times. The secular laws considered witchcraft as a crime so far as it was 
«upposed to be a means of inflicting personal injury, .ind coupled it with 
murder. Thus iu the laws of Edward and Guthrun,* " If witches or di- 
ciners, perjurcrs, or morlh -workers, or foul, defiled, notorious adulteresses, 
be found anywhere wilhin the land ; let them he driven from the country 
and the people cleansed, or let them totally perish within the country, 
unless they desist, and the more dceply make bot." In those. of kinjj 
^EthelsIan.t " And we have ordained rcspecting withcrafts and lyblacs 
and moTth-dwds ; if any one should be thereby killed, and he could not 
deny it, that he be liablc in his life. But if he will deny it, and at the 
threefold ordeal shall be guilty, that he be cxx. days in prison i and after 
that let his kindred take hiro out, and give to the king cxi. shillings, and 
pay the »er to his kindred, and euter into bork for him, that he evermore 
desist froro the Uke." 

Thts cnactment is repeated in the laws of king Ethelred, and in those 
of Cnut.J The latter adds, " aud we earnestly forbid every heathenism. 
Heathenism is, that men worship idols ; that is, that they worship heathen 
gods, and the suu or moou, fire or rivers, water-wells or stones, or forest- 
trees of any kind ; or love witch-craft, or promote mor/A-work in anywise ; 
or by blot, or fyrht, or iierforra anything pertaining to sueh tllusiona.'' 

Remarkable instances of Anglo-Saxon witchcraft procecditigs will be 
found in the Life of Hereward, which was published Crom a mnnuscript at 
Cambridge by the editor of the present volume.§ 

In the twelfth century we find in England as elsewhere the belief ui 
witchcraft widely developed. Already, at this early period, we meet with 
allusions to the witches' sabbalhs, or great asseniblics. John of Salisbury 
«peaks of the popular belief in a spirit named Herodias, who called together 
the witchcs to meetings by night, where they had feasting, and all kinds of 
mummery ; different individiL-ils exercising different ministeries and occu- 
patiims, some being punished for offences aml others rewarded for their 
deserts, with other more horrible circuni»tances,|[ From this timc forward

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we tneet with frequent allutions to dame Herodias, or Diana, or Habundia, 
for she went by all tbese names, and sbe is proscribed in many of the 
ecclesiaBtical constitutions.* She was attended by a company of fairies, 
Or, as they were called, good-womm. This superttition was of very old 
date in continentat Europe. In the Romance of the Rose, composed at 
the end of the thtrteenth century, we hare the following account of dame 
Habonde t

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secU who sougbt to reform, M separate themselves from, the Romish 
cburch. We find it thns elassed in the thirteenth century in the statutes 
of the Cistercian ordsr.* 

The privacy with which the meetings of proscribed sectarians were 
necessarilv conducted, rendered it easy for calumny to transfer to them the 
■bominable scenes which were snpposed to take place at tbe witches' 
sabbath, and oothing was calculated to render their cause more unpopular ; 
for witchcraft and sorcery were more fearful in the eyes of the vulgar 
than faeresy itself. The charge bas beeu frequently repeated in different 
ages and uuder different circumstances. Not to speak of the Gnostics and 
other sects of antiquity, the orgies of the witches were without doubt the 
types of tbe worst accusations brought against the Templars ; and similar 
chargcs at a mnch later period were made against the the Huguenots in 
France and against the Puritans in England. The earliest instance of the 
direct combination of the charges of heresy and sorcery is prescnted by the 
sect of the Waldenses, or Vaudoia. A singular account of the origin of 
this sect is given in an eariy anonymous tract on the history of the 
Carthusian order, where it is stated that a Vaudois. who lived at Lyon, 
following the lctter of the New Testament, quitted all his riches to embrace 
voluntary poverty, and cansed some of the books of the Bible to be trans- 
lated into the vulgar tongue. The followers of this man, when tbey found 
thcmselves overcome and refuted by thc power of the Catholics, as a last 
reaource entered tnto league with the devil, and became sorcerers, and nrom 
that tiroe tbey were commonly nick-named Scobacei, or riders upon a 
teoba or besom. Many of thinn were seiied and burnt. The writer of 
this tract gives the story of one of tbcse heretics oamed William Edeline, 
who had been firrt a Carmelite, next a Carthusian. and hutly a Benedictinc 
monk. He finally joined the Waldenses, and eutered into a league with 
the devil, who for that purpose appeared to him in human fonn. From

this period the proselyte lost all ahame ; as a proof of his subjection to the 
cvil one. the latter iu the shape of a goat obliged him to kiss pudendam 
corporis partpin ; and he was present at all the ntghtly meetings of the 
Scobaces, who were carried through the air to the spot, and acted as their 
preacher, joining in all thcir abomiuable ceremonics. He was at length 
seised and brought to punishment by the bishop of Evreux.* A tract of

charges against the Waldcnses, says, I. That they perforraed impure acts 
and ceremonies in iheir meetings ; 2. That tho devil appeared to Ihem in 
the form of a eat, and that they kissed him tub cauda ; und, 3. That 
they rode on sticks anointed with a certain ointroent, which carried 
them in a morocnt to thc place of assignation. The writer, howevcr, add» 
thut they had not done these things in his neighbourhood for a lengtb of 
titne.* We seem to recognise, undcr these horrihle nccusations, the per- 
Becuted reformers, whilc fcw and weak, hurrying Jn the darkness to iheir 
stolen prayer-meetings. 

Limborch, in his History of ihc Inquisition, speaks of a Bect in Italy, 
about the ycar 1400, who hcld similar assetnblics, geuerally on the Thure- 
day night, whcn thc devil appcared to them in thc shape of a niau : there. 
after having rencwcd Iheir faith and baptism, they performed certain acts 
of allefrianee to tbe cvil one as to their acknowledged lord. These meeting» 
were called the play uf Ike good people, and the initiated went tbither 
stime on foot, and some wcre carried through the air.t In the middle of

the fifteenlh cenlnry the old charges agajnst tlie Wtildensos were revived in 
Flunders and Artois. Their assembly wu3 called a Vaudoiti» (Waldesia), 
and ihere they met the evil otie, and performed ihe same aets of impiety 
aud impurity which are a.iid to have been acled at the sabbaths of the witches. 
Many of these uufortimafe people were burnt at Douais, Arras, and other 
places, professing at Ihe stake their innocence, which was acknowledged by 
a judgment of the Parliament of Paris in 1491.* 

Till the fourtccuth centurv, wilchcraft and sorcery appcar to have been

crimes cognizable iu the secular, and not in the ecclcsiastical, courtw. We 
find an instance bo early as the reign of king John, wherc ihe person 
accuscd was tried by the ordeal of hot iron, and acquittcd.* The trial of 
witches by the ordeal was the origin of the raore recent popnlar trial by 
dipping iu Ihe watcr, a custom which in Franre was forbiddeu by a decision 
of the parliauieut at the beginuing of thc sevcnteenth ccntury. The prose- 
cutions for witchcraft did uot take the dnrk charactcr whieh they afterwards 
«ssuuicd, till thev had been adnpted as a part of t.he charges against heretics ; 
and in the papacy of John XXII., during the reign of our Edward II., they 
becaiue still more serious by being uscd as means of pcrsonal or political 
vengeance. French history prcsents us with several enamples at the period 
of which we are speaking. In one yeor, 1324, two remarkable proseculions 
for witcheraft occur in Ireland and in England : the former was the case of 
dame Aliee Kytcler (narrated in the present volume), the other was a 
pretended attempt to biwitch the kmg, the two Despcnsers, aud others, in 
order to bring ahout tht-ir death. An accoiint of this latter case will be 
found at the cnd of this 1'reface : the offenders were tried in a common law 
oourt, and were acquitled. It was only in Ireland thnt the witches werc 
prosecuted by the Church as heretics. We leam from the Year Book that 
a man was arrcsted on suspicion of sorcery in the 45th year of Edward III., 
and brought before the justice of the Kiug's Bench, by whcim be was 
acqtutted for want of evidence.f which shows that it was still looked upon 
merely as an offence against common law. 

During the fourteenth ceutury the ouestion of witchcraft seeins to have 
been much agitated, and the Church appears to have been actively employed 
in seeking it ouL There is a long chapter on the subject in the Wichffite 
treatise publishcd bv the Camden Society, and it is earnestly forbidden

in tiic directions for priests in thc managcment of their parishes, &c, whieh 
aro found in old maiiuflcriuts. In an English tract of this kind, aiuong; the 
euumeration of various offenees, wt havc thc following (>assage : — " Also 
alle that kuoweth eresye, conjuracyons, nygramancye, enchaunttementefl, 
wychccraftcs, other any other false byleve a^cn the feyth of holyeherche, 
bole hy dystrwye hyt hy here powcr, and alle that brth y-ordeyned to en- 
quere therof, hyf they leve here swto and suffre hem." * And a Latin 
traet on penitencc and ctmfession in the same MS. gives us rather a curious 
enumeration of the different forms of conjuration then in use.f 

Early in the followinp century, A.D. 14U(i. we tind the king, Henry IV. 
giving directions t.o ihc bisliop of Norwich t.o seanh for and arrest witchcs 
nnd sorccrers of different kinds who were then rcported to be very numerous 
in his diocese, and to convert theni from their evil ways or bring them 
speedily to punishment. i In the foilowing reign these prosecutions appear

Virley and a woman of the namc of Margery Jourdemayn.* The first half 
of this eetitury presents soine very remarkablc inslanccs of accusations of 
soreery ou the continent, of which ihe most celebraled was tlie case of Joane 
of Arc. She was charged among otlier things wlth having attended the 
uightly meetings of the witchcs at a fouiitaiu by the fairies' oak of Bourle- 
mont near Domprein , whcre was held the witches' sabbath on Thursday 
niglit of evcry week ; with having gone alcme to the said oak during the 
observance of divine scrvice, in ordcr lo make garlands and crown thc oak 
with various songs aud ccremonies, which gnrlmids were carricd away by 
the fairies in the night ; with carrving niandrake in hcr bo«om, to eusure 
auccess aud good forluuc ; with possesshig a miraculous sword, whieh she 
liad obtained by means of thc evil spirits and by her enchantmenls ; with 
having charmed rings, aud with causing charmed baimers to be carried by 
her standard-bearers, in order to Eeenre victory ovcr lior opponents; and 
with haviiig settiiccil ihr kiii<i aiul thc dukc of Bourhon h\ means of certain 
evil spirits, whom she caused to appear to thcm.f ln 14. r >9, a great multitude

According to Monstrelet, it was prctended that these 
people were carried ttirough thc air to hold their assemhlws in wild places, 
where tho devil appcarcd to them, and where thcy perfurmcd all the dis- 
gusting extravagances of the wilchcs' sabbath : a number of wretched 
people were sei/ed by thc magistrates, and by means of dreadful tori.ures

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It waa in this dark period of our history, thc BftWlll rentury, that in 
England charges of sorcery were tirst raised ugainst people of omincnco by 
their political adversarics. One of the inost celebraicd cases of this kind 
was ihal of thc duchess of Gloucestor in the rcign of Honry VI., of whieh 
the Chronicle of London, edited by Sir Harris Nieolas, p. 128, gives the 
following account, under the 19th year of Henry VI. (A.D. 1441): — 

" Also in this same yere the duehesse of Gloucelere was arested aud put 
in holt, for she was suspeete of treson ; and a clerk that was longyng to 
here, whiche was clepyd Itoger, whiche was tjiken for werchynge of sorcery 
ayens the king, and he was put iuto the Tour ; and nfter, he was brought 
into Poules, and thcre he stood up on high on a scaffold ageyn Poulys 
crosse on a Sonday, and therc he was arraicd like as he schulde uever thc 
in his garnementys, and therc was honged rounde aboughte hym alle hise 
intrumcntiB whiche were taken with hym, and so shewyd among all thc 
peple ; and after he was broughte to-fore the lordya, and there he was ex- 
amyned ; and after broughte to the Yeldehallc, and there hc waa regned 
aforeu thc lordes of thc kynges cntinscill and to-fore alle thc juges of this 
land ; and anon after, the lady of Gloucestrc afortaseid was mad to apcrc 
thre sondry dayes aforc the kyng and allc his lordes sptritucll and tcmpcrcll ; 
and therc she was examyned of divcrses poyntes of wicehecraft, of the 
whiche she knowleched that she hadde uscd thorugh the eounseill of the 
wicche of Eye, thc whiche was brent on the even of Symond and Jude in 
Smythcfeld.

sire John Hom prest, and William Wodharn sijiiyer, tho whiche sir John 
and William hadden thcrc chartres at that tyme . and the clerk was 
dampned, and the same dny was drawe fro the Tour of London to Tiborn, 
and there haugcd, hedyd, and quartercd, aud the heed sett upou London 
bregge; a»d his oo quarter at Hereford, another at Oxcnford, another at 
York, and the iburthe at Cambregge ; and the iady put in prison, and after 
sent to Chestre, there to bydc whill she lyvyth." 

Another remarkable case was that of the duchess of Bcdford iu the reign 
of Edward IV., who waa churged with liaving. by witchcraft, (ixed the love 
of the king on her daughter quccn Llizabetli. Tlie following curious ac- 
count of these aceusations is furnished hy tbe IIolls of Farliament of the 9th 
EdwardlV.:— 

" Edward by thc gracc of God, kyng of Englond and of Fraunce, and 
lord of Irland, to the reverent fader in God llohert byshope of Bathe and 
Wells, ourc chaunceller, greting. Forasmochc as we send unto you within 
Ihese oure lettres the tenure of an aete of oure grete counsail, amonge othir 
thinges, rcmaynyiig in thoffice of oure privfi seal, in fourmc as folowith ; 
In the chambre of the grete counsaill, callid the narliment-chambrc, within 
the kyngs paleis att Westminsler, the x. day of FVbruarie, the ixth yere of the 
regne of oure soveraygne lord the kyng Edward the IHIth, in ihe presence 
of the same oure soveraigne lord, and my lordis of his grete counsail, whos 
namesbcn under writen, a supplicaciou addresscd unto oure said soveraygne 
lord, on the behalf of the high and nobic princessc Jaquet duchcsse of Bed- 
ford, and two sedules in papier aunexed unto the samc supplicacion, wcre 
openly, by oure saide soveraygne lordis eommaunderoent, radde ; and aftir- 
ward his highnes, by thavis of my said lordis of his grete counsaill, accept- 
yng eftsones the declaracion of my said lady spccified in the said supplics- 
cion, accordyng to the peticion of my said lady, conimaiinded the same to be 



«nacted of record, and therupuii lettres of excmpliiieacioii to be madt» 
iinder his grete seal in due fourme ; tlte tenurc uf the supplicacion and 
oadules, wherof above is made mencion. hereafler ensue in ihis wyse. To 
the kyng oure sov-eraygtte lord ; ahewith aud lamentably complayneth unto 
your highnes your hllmble nnd Irue liegewoman Jaquet duchesse of Bed- 
ford, UtE ihe »j ■(' of your true and faithfull knyght and liegeroan Richard 
Ute «srle of Ryvera, that where shee at all tyme hath, and yit doth, trculy 
beleve. on God accordyng to the feith of Holy Chirche, as a true cristeti 
woman owith to doo, yet Thomos Wake squier, contrarie to the lawe of 
God, lawe of this land, aud all reason nud good consciens, in the tyme of 
the late trouble and riotons season, of his malicious disposicion towardes 
your said oratrice of long tyme continuod, entendvng not oonly to hurt and 
apaire her good name and fame, but also purposed the fynall distruccion of 
hcr persone, and to ihat effeete caused her to be brought in a comune noyse 
and disclaundre of wycheiTaft thorouout a grete part of this youre reaume, 
Mm y B u q that she shuld have usid wichecraft and sorcerie, insomucbe as 
thc said Wake caused to be brought to Warrewyk atte your last beyng 
Ihere, soveraignc lord, to dyvers of the lords thenno beyng ther present, a 
imagc of lede innde Ivke n mmi of arnies. eooiejnyii^ thc Irngt-hi; of amannes 
fyiiger. nml brolten in thc tnyddcs, and made fast with a wyre, sayyng that 
it was made by your said oratrice to use with the said wichcrafl and sorsory, 
where she, ne noon for her ne be her, cver sawe it, God knowith. And 
ovor this, the said Wake, for the perfourmyng of his malicious cnlent 
abovesaid, enlreted oon John Daunger, parishe cltrk of Stoke Brewcrnc, in 
ihe coimte of Northampton, to havc said ihat there were two other images 
mtule by your said oratrice, oon for you, soveraygne lord, and anothir for 
oure soveraignt- lady the quenc, wheninto the said John Daunger neyther 
coude ne wolde be onlreted to say. Wheruppon it lykid yotir highncsse, of 
your noble grace, atte humbie sutc tnaile ttoto your highnessc by your said 
oratncc, for her declaracion in the prcmisses, to send for the said Wake and 
the said John Daunger, comm.iundyng them to attende upoit thc reverent 
fadir in God the hishop of Carligle, the honornble lord therle of Nortbum- 
berland, and thc worshipfuli lords lord Hasiyngs and Moumjoye, and 
mayster Roger Radclyff, to be cxamined by them of such as thcy coude 
allcggr and say ancnst your said oratrice in this bchalf ; thaiaminacions 
nforc them hnd apporilh in wrylinge herunto anncxetl ; whcrof oon bill js 



conteyning the sayings of Wake, and writte with his owne hand : and anolhir 
shcwyng the Baiyngs of the smd Daunger, and wrete iii the presence of thc 
said lords ; which aeen hy your highncsse, and many othir lords in this your 
grete councell, the xx day of January last passed, then hcyng there present, 
your said oratricc was by your graee and theime takyn clerid and declared of 
thc said noises and disclaundres, which as vet nraaygneth not cnacted ; forso- 
muchasdiversyonrlords wcre thenabsent. Wherfbr pleaseit vour hi^hnesse, 
of your most habundant grace and gretc rightwisncsse, tenderly to consider 
the premisses, and thc dcclaracion of your sald oratricc had in this behalf, 
as is aforc ahewid, to eommaunde Iho same to lie enactcd in this youre said 
grete counsaill, so as thc samc hcr dcclaration may allway remaigne tbere 
of record, and that she may havc it exemplified undir your grete seall : 
And she shall continually pray to God for the preservacion of your most 
royal estate. 

" Thomas Wakcs bille. Sir, this ymagc was shewed and lcft in Stoke 
with an honcst persone, which delyverid it to the clerk of the said chirche, 
and so shewid to dyvcrs nc-ighbours, aftir to the parson in thc chlrcbe 
opcnly to mcn both of Sliyttanger anii Stnke ; and aftir it was shcwed in 
Sewrisley a nounry, and to many other dvvcrs persones, as it is said, &c. 
And of all this hcrd I nor wist no thyng, till after it was sent rac by 
Thomas Kymbell from the said clerc, which I suppose be called John 
Daunger, which cam home to me, and told me as I havc aaid to my lord 
of Carlille and to your maistershipp, from which saying as by herdsay I 
neither may nor will vary. And yf any personc will charge me with more 
than I have said, I shall discharge me as sliall accord with my trouthe aud 

■' John Daimgers hille. John Daunger, of Shetyllanger, sworn and ex- 
amiued, saith, that Tbomas Wake send unto hym oon Thomas Kymbelt, 
tliat tyme beyng his bailly. and bad tbe said John to send hym the ymage 
of led that hc had, and so thc said John sent it hy the said Thomas 
Kymbell, att whit.li tyme the same John soid that he herd never noo 
wiehecraft of my lady of Bedford. Item, the same John saith, that the 
said ymage was dclyvered unto hym by oon Harry Kyngeston of Stoke ; 
the which Harry fonde it in his ownc hous after departyng of soudeours. 
Item, thc saroe John saith, thnt the said Thomas Wake, after he cam from 
I.ondon, fro the kyng, send for hym and soid tbat fae Iiad excused hym- 
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sylf aiii.l leyd all thc hlame to the said Johu : and therfor hc bad the said 
John say that he durst not kepe the said image, and that he was ihe causc 
he aend lt to the said Thomas Wake. Item, the samt! John saith, that 
the said Thonuts Wake Imd hym say that ther was two othir ymagea, oon 
for tbe kyiig, and nnothir for the quene ; hut thc said John detiyed to say 
!kjo. Present my lords whos names folowetb ; that is to say, my lordis 
the cardinall and archebishop of Caunterbury, tharchebishop of York, 
the bysbops of Bathe, chauneellor of Englond, Elye, tresorer of Eng- 
londc, Uouchester, keper of the privie seall, Loud.m, Duresmc, aud 
KarUll ; therls of Warrewyk, Essei, Nortliumberland, Shrewsbury, and 
Kent ; the lords Hastings, Mountjoye, Lyle, Crowniell, Serope of Holton, 
Say. it," 

These eharges were rcvivcd after the kiug's dcath, as we learn by the 
" Act for the Settlement of the Crown npon thc king and his issue, with 
;i Rccapitulation of his Title," of which tht> following is an extracU* 

" Over this, amongcs other things, more specially wcc consider, howe 
that, the tyme of the rcigue of kyng Edward the iiij* 1 ' late dcceaserl, after 
ihe ungracious prctcnsed marriage, as all F.ngland hath cause soo to say, 
made bctwiit the said king Edward and Elizabeth sometyme wife to sir 
John Grey knight, tale nameiug herselt' and many ycars hcretofore quene 
of Englond, tho ordre of all polctiiiuf rule was pervcrtcd, thc lawes of God 
and of Gods cburch, and alao thc lawes of naturc and of Engloud, and also 
the laudablc custoiues and libcrties of thc same, wherein cvery Eiiglishiuau 
is inhcritor, brokcn, subverteil, and contempned, against all reason and 
juatice, soo that this land was ruled by sclfewill and plcasure, feare, and 
drede, all manner of equitc and lawes layd apart uiul despised, whcreof eu» 
sued maiiy inconveuients and misehiefs, as murdrcs, oitorsions, and op- 
pnissioiiB ; namely, of poorc aud impotcnt people, soo that uo man was 
wirc of his lif, land, ne lyvelodc, ne of his wif, doughter, ne servaunt, 
cverv good maiden and woman standing in drede to l>e ravisbed and de- 
fouled. And beBJdes this, what diseords, inward battaillcs, effusion of 
christian meus blode, uiid uamdy by thc de^truction of tln- noble blode of 
this londc, wa* hnd and comiited within the same, it is evidctil and notaric 
thourough ali this reamc, unto ihc great sorowe and hcvyuessc of all truo

Enghshmen. And here also we considre, howe that the seid pretensed 
mariage betwixt tfae above-nanied king Edward and Elizabeth Grey vraa 
made of grete presumption, without tho knowyng and assent of the lords 
of thia lond, and also by sorcerie and wiehecrafte, eommitted by the said 
Elizabelb and her moder J,ii[iielt duehcsse of Bcdford, as the cominon 
opinion of the people, and the publique voiee and faine is thorough all thia 
land ; aud hereafter, if and as the caus shall require, shall bce proved 
suffieiently in tyme aud place convenicnt. And here also we consider, 
howc that the said preteused marriage was made privatly and secretcly, 
without edition of banns, in a privale ehamber, a prophane plaee, and not 
openly in the face of the church, aftre the lawe of Goddes churche, but 
contrarie thereunto, and ihe laudable custome of the church of Englonde. 
And howe, also, that at the iyiue of contrael of tlio sarae pretensed marriage, 
and bifore and longe tvme after, the said king Edward was and stode 
maryed aud trouth-plight tn oone dame Eli:inor liuiiclcr, doughtor of the 
old carl of Shrewcsbury, with whome thc same kyug Edward had madc a 
preeontracte of matrimonie, longe tyine bifore lic raade the said pretenscd 
mariage with t.he said Elizabeth Grey, in manner and fourmc abovesaid. 
Which premisses boing true, as in veray troutli thcy hccii true, it appeareth 
and followcth evidently that the suid king Edward dnryng his lif, and the 
seid Elizabeth, lived together sinfully and dampnably in ndultery, against 
the lawe of God and of his ehurchc ; and thcrcfore noo raarvailc that, tlie 
souverain lord and the head of this land bemg of such ungodly disposicion, 
aiid provokyng the irc and indignaeion of oure Lord God, such haynous 
misehicifs aud iuconvenients, as is above remembred. were used and comitted 
in the reame iimoug* thc siib^ectrt. Also it nppo;iroth evulcutly and followeth 
tfaat oll tliissue and children of fhe seid king Edward been bastards, and 
imalile to inlierite or to elayrne nny tliing by inheritancc, by thc lawe and 
custorae of Englond." 

A principal object of the prcsent voiumc has been to collect togethcr a 
few of tlie least knowti matcrials, illustrative of the early bistory of one 
brancb of our popular superstitions. With this in view, besides the nu- 
mcrous documeuts givcn in the notes to the foregoing pages, the Editor 
has thought that it would not bc unacceptablc to give in a snpplemciit to 
ihe prefnec a few other extracts from sources incdited or not very geuerallv 
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known connected with thia interesting suhjeet. The narrative of the 
proceediogs against dame Atice Kyteler are interesting to the historian, as 
affurding a most remarkahlc pirturc nf the turbulent statc of Ireland at the 
beginning of the fourteenth eentury, and of the overbearing eondtict. of a 
proud prelatc of the tincien regitne. It is a consolation to us to know 
tbat the conduct of bishop Ledrede did not go without retribution even iu 
tbis world, and that be was not only vtsited with the same troubles which 
he had eaused to others, but ttiat he was charged with the very crime of 
heresy which be bad urged with so inueh fiercenrss against his diocesaus. 
In 1320, four years before the prosecntion of Dame Alice, bishop Ledrcdo 
had enacted a series of eanona l'or his diocese which lireathe tlie same 
spirit he manifests through thc following pages, and from which we give 
in the note a passage l.hat si*ms to refer lo events introdtirtory to those 
detailed in our narrotivc,* for furtln-r illustrniions of which, aud an account 
of the bishop'9 life, tbc reader is referred to the ootes at the ecd of the 
volutne. 

It remains to state that the following narrative is printed froni MS, 
llarl. No-641, fol. 187, v". It is thcre subjoiued to a continuation of the

Chronicle of Martimis Polonus, which is aaid to havo been wrtlten by a 
monk of Glastonbury named John Merylyucli, wlio \» meittioued at the eud 
as having been the poasessor of the voliinic in which it is conlained.* It 
appcars that Thomas Hearne had prcjiarod an edition of this eontinuation 
for the press, when his Hterary labours wcre cut short by death. There u 
also a transcript of the narrative of the ptnoeedings against dame Alico 
Kytelcr, made whiie the mauuscript was in the hands of ils forroer pos- 
SBBsor, Sir Simonds D'Ewes, among the Clarendon Papers, in the Sloane 
MSS. No. 4800. It appears uot be an inlegral port of tbe continuation 
of Martinus Polonus, but a mere copy from some original account of 
the transaction, added to the end of that tract by tlie coiitinuator, or by 
Merylynch the possessor of the manuscript. There cau be no doubt of its 
being a contemporary narrative. 

I owe the niost valuable part of the illustrative notes at the end of this 
volume to the kindness of Mr. Crofton Croker and Sir William Betham, 
the Ulster King of Arms. The profound learning of Sir William Botham 
in overything connected with IriBh history is so well known, that it is 
scarcely necessary for me to say how much I prize his communicationB.

Tempore Iiujus papse [Johannis Z2] contigcrunt in Hybeniia qnm 
sequuntur, Visitante venerabili patre fratre KicarcKi episcopo 
Ossoriensi suam diocesim, invenit per inquisitionem solennem, in 
qua erant quinque milites et alii nobiles in magna niultituiliiu', 
quod in civitate KiJkenmae erant a magnis temporibus ct adhuc 
sunt h:eretici sortilegre quamplures, diversis utentes sortilegiis, qute 
sapiehant diversas hrereses, ad quomm invcstigationem procedens 
episcopus prout ex officii [debijto tenebatur, invenit quandam 
dominam divitem, qure vocatur domina Alicia Kytcler, matrem 
Willelmi Outlawe, cum suis multis sodalibus, bicresibus variis 
irretitam.

Et licet in inquisitione multa falsa per 
cedulas et billas enormia et gravia essent intromissa, noluerunt 
tamen jurati, sicut nec veraciter potuerunt, in quacunque in- 
quisitione episcopum in aliquo accusare, nec contra episcopum 
aut aliquem de suis aliquid deponere, in modico vel in magno. 
Per omnia benedictus Deus ! qui salvat sperantes in eum. Quod 
videns supradictus Willelmus Outlawe, statim accessit et in 
arcbivis canccUaritc libertatis Kilkennia; manu propria scrutatus 
est quandam indictationem sive accusationem, personam episcopi 
tangentem, antiquam, falsam, et ob hoc judicialiter cancellatam 
et quassatam, in qua episcopo fuerat impositum quod ipse de 
bonis cujusdam intestati debuit se intromisisse ct sibi appropriasse, 
uxore dicti defuncti reclamante. Uuam, non obstante quod esset 
cancellata ct quassata, cum titulo scripturte dicente, " Nihil ad 
nos," quia pertinet ad forum ccclesiasticum, nihilominus tamen 
transcribi fecit eandem de nova manu, et scripturam illam cum 
sutularibus propriis fricavit ne appareret de novo scripta, et sic 
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misit custodi sigiili regii ejusdem libertatis ad sigillandum eandem 
et curije regis destinandum. Cui dictus custos respondit quod 
pro omnibns bonis suis et divitiis noo consentiret tanUe falsitati, 
et maxime quia veritate detecta notari posset de proditione et 
finaliler confundi. Detutit igitur idem Willelmn* eandem doniino 
Amaldo senescallo, si forte sab colore ejusdem incarceratio episcopi 
injusta coiorari posset. Qui statim nuncios misit ad episcopum 
in carcere, petens ab eo fidejussores rel manucaptores ad re- 
spondendum sibi in curia sua seculari, et ipse episcopum de 
carcere liberaret. Quibus respondit episcopus, quod episcopus 
Ossoriensis soli Deo et domino papse ac suis pnelatis in suis 
spiritualibus est subjectus, et tantum domino regi Anglia? in 
temporahbus, propter quod nec sibi nec alteri tenebatur in judicio 
respondere. Insuper causa vera et realis pro qua est incarceratus 
episcopus, causa est fidei, quse ad judicem non pertinet seculare. 
Causa etiam quam pnetendit est per ipsummet judicialiter quas- 
sata et cancellata, prout patet in rotulis cancellariee, et per literam 
suam propriam sigillo senescalll sigillatam. Et posito quod esset 
vera, causa tamen est lestamentaria, et ad forum ecclesiasticum 
noscitur pertinere. Absit igitur quod propter timorem careeris, 
rel cujuscunque tormenti, ecclesiam Dei liberam episcopus seculari 
subjiciat servituti. Insuper quia ipsi in causa 6dei episcopum 
htcreticos persequentera, et contra eos in forum ecclesite proce- 
dentem, incareerarunt, escommunicati sunt ipso facto, unde et 
ipse coram excommunicatis non tenebatur respondere. 

Octavadecima die misit dominus Arnaldus sencscallos, per 
manus episcopi Loglinensis, avunculi sui, et ricecomitis Kil- 
kennuc, warantum sub sigillo suo constabulario castri ad liber- 
andum corpus episcopi, et quod libere permitteretur abire quo- 
canque rellet. Quibus januas aperientibus respondit episcopus: 
" Non decet,** inqutt, " episcopum pro fide Christj incarceratum 
carcerem esire sicut furem vel homicidam. Afferte," inquit, 
" nobis nostra pontificalia ; nam hodie ecclesia Dei de suis et 
noatris adrcrsariis incipit triumphare, et ideo justum est ut 
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laudes cum debita solennitate ac etiam jocunditate cordis Deo 
persolvamus." Et sic cum toto clero solenniter inducto ac etiam 
populo infinito, cum magna solennitate, per medium totius civi- 
tatis processionaliter suam ecclesiam adiit cathedralem ; et statim 
coram populo, assumpto themate, " Laqueus contritus est, et nos 
liberati sumus; adjutorium nostrum in nomine Domini," coram 
omnibus contra dictos hsereticos ubi dimiserat constanter suos 
continuavit processus. Et quia episcopus in carcere detentus erat 
donec transacta esset dies illa ad quam citatus fuerat supradictus 
Wiilelmus, de hteresi notatus, receptatione et favore iterato, epis- 
copus eundem ad alium diem citavit, et per publicum edictum in. 
foribus civitatis et valvis ecclesiarum appensum citari mandavit in 
causa fidei tam matrem quani fiiium. Sed parum ante diem illum 
prafixum quo coram episcopo comparere debuerant, venit quidam 
serviens ex parte cancellarii rcgis, quoddam breve regium eidem 
demonstrans vicecomiti Dublinite directum, ad babendum corpus 
dicti episcopi eodem die ad quem erant citati coram justiciario 
Hybernio:, ubicunque esset in Hybernia, ad respondendum domino 
regi quare episcopus in sua dyocesi posuerat interdictum, et ad 
respondendum domino Arnaldo le Pouwer super querela sua, dicto 
justiciario nihil penitus sciente de hujusmodi mandato. Cui 
etiara disit dictus serviens, quod nisi episcopus foret pr*esens 
corporaliter illo die coram justiciario, amerciaretur in milie libris. 
Et sic nec prima die nec secunda sine impedimento prosequi 
potuit episcopus causam fidei memoratam. Citatus est etiam 
episcopus per magistrum Willelmum de Rod;erd, decanum ec- 
clesi<e metropolitanae, vicarium domini archiepiscopi Dublinensis, 
ipso in remotis agente, quod compareret coram eo Dubunioe ad 
respondendum quereUe dicti domini Arnaldi, et specialiter quare 
per ipsum terras sure ecclesiastico supposltce fuerant mterdicto. 
Sed episcopus per procuratorem suum comparens, legitime se 
excusavit, quod ad locum illum accedendi per viam tutus sibi et 
suis non patebat accessus, preesertira cum versus locum illum 
transitus alius nullus sit nisi per terras et potentiam dicti domini 
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Amaldt et suorum, quia tunc temporis senescallus erat comitatus 
de Carlagh, et ibidem curiam suam et placita publice continuabat. 
Sed decanus supradictus et vicarius, excusatione episcopi non 
admissa sed repulsa in favorem dicti domini Araaldi, per literas 
suas patentes interdictum relaxavit prredictum. Quod, utique 
sicut postmodum episcopo retulit, nullo modo fecisset si ei de 
veritate et maxime in causa fidci, ut postmodum patuit, plenius 
constitisset. 

Cum igitur dictus senescallus libertatis Kilkennite, die Lunre 
proxima post octabas Paschtc anno domini M°. ccc° xxiiij ., in 
civitate KUkennite in aula ejusdem judiciali sua tencret placita, 
coram ipso militibus omnibus, nobilibus, et aliis libere tenentibus 
insimul convocatis, decrevit episcopus cum consilio peritomm 
cleri sui super preemissis invocandum ab ipso et ministris rei- 
publicte auxilium bracbii seeularis, ad quod faciendum pncmisit 
religiosos viros priorem fratrum priedicatorum, gardianum fratrum 
minorum Kilkenni<c, cum eorum sociis, petens per eosdem a 
dicto senescallo sedente pro tribunali, quod idem episconus in 
causa fidei et ecclesioe verba qutedara posset dicere coram ipso, 
nobilibus, et populo, parochianis suis ihidem congregatis. Qui 
redeuntes ad episcopum ex parte dicti senescalli responderunt 
quod episcopus aulam judiclalem non intrarct nisi suo perieulo 
ullo modo. Quod episcopus audiens, " Absit," inquit, " ut in 
i fidei vir ecclesiasticus minas judicum timere debeat vel 
terrores !" Et statim pontificalibus indutus, corpus Christi portans 
in manibus solenniter in vase deaurato cum luminaribus, cum 
dictis priore et aliis quinque fratribus de ordine prsedicatorum, 
gardiano et aliis quinque fratribus de ordine minorum, ac etiam 
capellanis suis et clericis, processit ad tribunal dicti senescalli. 
Cui post ingressum aulre obviantes quidam nobiles inhibuerunt ex 
partc dicti Benescalli ne ulterius progrederetur, minas graves in- 
tentantes eidem. Quibus episcopus respondit: " Absit," inquit, 
P quod causa fidei inter tot cbristianos tepescat vel pcreat propter 
mimw !" Ascendcns igitur episcopus constanter ad tribunal, et 
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reverenter elevans corpus Christi, petivit a senescallo, justiciario, 
vicecomite, et ballivis, quod ob reverentiam et amorem Christi 
quem tenebat in manibus, audientia in causa fidei sibi concede- 
retur. In quem dictus dominus Amaldus senescallus multis 
obprobriis et vituperiis irreverenter statim irruens, nulla Christo 
facta reverentia debita vel honore, cum magno vituperio et clamore 
et infinito popuh' scandalo, episcopum cum corpore Christi a sua 
pnesentia turpiter ejecit et de aula fugavit. Stans igitur episcopus 
in hostio aula:, tam clerum quam etiam populum totum invocavit 
in testimonium, quod in causa fidei et expugnatione hrereticorum 
sibi et ecclesiie fuit audicntia denegata. 

Tandem ad preces magnas militum et nobilium, licet cum 
magna diflicultate hoc optinuerint, reductus est episcopus ad 
praesentiam dicti senescalli. Quem videns senescallus, statim 
prrccepit ut ad barram, scilicet ad locum illum duceretur ille vilis 
rusticus trutannus de Anglia, cum suo hordys quem portat in 
manibus, ubi stare consueverunt latrones et rei quando pro suia 
flagitiis debent judicari. Quod videna episcopus, respondit coram 
omnibus alta voce : " Heu ! beu ! heu !" inquit, " quod ad huno 
statum devenit fides Christiana, quod ad barram mittitur Christus 
ad standum in causa propria coram judice mortah inter Chris- 
tianos, quod a seculo non est auditum postquam stetit coram 
pneside Pontio Filato ! Domine," inquit episcopus, " Arnalde 
sencscalle, ex parte Christi quem tenemus in manibus et sanctee 
ecclesiai Dei, requirimus et nionemus te et judices tuos, vice- 
comitem ct ballivos, ac etiam ofliciales, quod juramentum nobis et 
ecclesifc Dei prrcstes pnecise attendere, inviolabiliter observare, ac 
facere a tuis subditis observari, toto tempore tui regiminis, con- 
stitutiones pcr sedem apostolicam promulgatas et approbatas 
contra hiereticos, credentes, receptatores, fautores, et eorum de- 
fensores." Cui senescalius statim coram omnibus respondit : 
" Rem istam tibi nunquam ero facturus." Cui statim episcopus, 
coram omnibus librum decretalium in manu tenens apcrtum, 
" Tu,' , inquit, " miles cum sis aliqualiter literatus, ne jgnorantia 
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in hoc facto te posset cxeusare, parati sumus coram toto isto 
populo tibi ostendere et legere in istis decretalibus, quod tu et 
officiales tui hoc facere tenemini sub pcenis gravibus in eisdem 
contentis." Cui respondit senescallus : " Vade," inquit, " ad 
ecclesiam cum tuis deeretaiibus, et prtedica ibi, quia juramentum 
istud tibi uunquam faciemus." Cui episcopus : " Cum in nostris 
visitationibus nuper invenerimus de hniresi notatos, et relapsos 
quosdam eis credentes, et eorum fautores, receptatores, et defen- 
sores, ex parte Christi redemptoris nostri, quem tenemus in 
manibus, et sancta; matris ecclesite, te requirimus et monemus 
primo, secundo, et tertio, auxilium tuum et brachii secularis 
invocando, ut personas istas pestiferas, quas tibi coram toto 
populo sub sigillo nostro offerimus in hiis scriptis, capias seu capi 
facias sine mora, ad carcerem ducas seu duci facias, in arcta et 
secura custodia detinendo donec eorum negotium per ecclesia; 
judicium terminetur.*' Quam quidem monitionem dictus epis- 
copus tam in Anglico quam in Gallico coram toto populo terdo 
replicavit. Quod cum facere senescallus publice coram omnibus 
recusaret, rinaiiter episcopus, pro eo quod fama publica in populo 
et suspicio in fide erat de dicta Alicia Kyteler et Willelmo Out 
lawe filio ejusdem, duas istas personas nominatim expressit in 
vulgari, monendo, requirendo ex parte ecclesire, ac etiam ad- 
jurando, ut eas caperet, incarceraret, et saJvocustodiret, secundum 
sacros canones sub pcenis statutis in eisdem. Cui dictus senes- 
callus respondit pubbce coram omnibus : " Provideas tibi," in- 
quit, " de alio adjutorio in curia regia vel aliunde, quia in isto 
negocio tua jurisdictio de curia ista a nobis nullum adjutorium 
reportabit." Quibus dictis, episcopus super hiis testimonium 
omnium qui prresentes erant invocavit, et recessit. 

Post cujus recessum, ad suggestionem et procurationem dictre 
domincc Alicia; sortilegee et hteretiwr, statim citatus est episcopus 
Ossoriensis per literas domini officialis curicc Dublinensis, quod 
compareret certis die et loco responsurus in causa appellationis 
petitdoni dictcc domince, super infamia iu crimine hteresis, ac etiam 
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quare ipsam non citatam, non monitam, non convictam super 
dicto crimine, solenniter excommunicaverat, a qua sententia, 
tanquam ab iniqua et injusta, dixit se appeUasse ad curiam 
Dublinensem. Quibus die et loco episcopo per procuratorem 
comparente, ac etiam per literas et advocatos jurisperitos publice 
respondente, quod dicta sortilega alias convicta fuerat coram dicto 
episcopo de hteresi, post cujus abjurationem, fama publica com- 
pellente et testibus super hoc apparentibus, episcopus ex officio 
super crimine hteresis contraipsam procedit de relapsu, nihilominus 
spretis allegationibus ex parte episcopi propositis, sicpefata domina 
sortilega et hoeretica et maga libere permittitur in civitate cum 
fidelibus convivere, deducentibus eani solenniter Willclmo Douce- 
manne, civitatis Dublinke, et aliis quamplurimis clericis et iaicis, 
et in consistoriis publicis inter primos et majores solenniter 
collocatur. Allegato igitur publice in consistoriis archicpiscopi 
pro parte episcopi per discretum virum magistrum WUlelmum de 
Notyngham, jurisperitum, qui solus in causa fidei inventus est 
ausus inter tot adversa allegare et proponere quod in crimine tam 
detestahili sicut est crimen haeresis locum non habet appellatio, 
masime ubi per diocesanum seu inquisitorem agitur dc relapsu, 
dictus tamen officiabs nihdominus spretis allegationibus causam 
commisit variis commissariis, propter quod magnis laboribus et 
expensis episcopus multipliciter est afflictus. 

Misit etiam eodem tempore saspedictus cancellarius ad prte- 
dictum episcopum Uteras rcgias sub sigillo magno domini regis, 
ad citandum eundem quod compareret in parhamento Dubliniee 
coram justiciario Hiberniie et terra proceribus. Sed episcopus 
sperans ibidem adjutorium in causa fidei se habiturum ratione 
praelatorum ibidem congregandorum, versus Dubliniam ad arri- 
piendum iter sine magno discrimine se paravit. Contra quem 
per viam in quodam ponte armatorum insidite parabantur occulte 
ad dandum eidem insultum, per quem locum oportuit ipsum 
necessario transire, si tamen via regia transire vellet. Propter 
quod oportuit episcopum cum paucis extraneis per loca deserta, 
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montuosa et invia iter arripere versus Dubliniam, et non sine 
magno disctimine viarum pertransire, capellanis suis propriis, 
clericis, et domicellis, et cteteris de familia sua interim fugientibus 
et tatitantibus die et nocte in silvis et locis paludosis. 

Quo cum pervenisset, totam curiam regis integre ac etdam 
archiepiscopi contra ipsum invenit informatam ; audientiam tamen 
et auxilium in causa fidei coram omnibus pnelatis et terwe pro- 
ceribus publice postulabat. Cui statim coram omnibus audientia 
fuit denegata, et silentium ei impositum, donec parliamentum es- 
set consummatum. Sequente vero die, justiciario et consilio regis 
privato separatim existentibus, praelatis vero, comitibus, baronibus 
et aliis terne proceribus existentibus in aula, venit dictus dominus 
Arnaldus, Willelmum Outlawe antedictum de robis suis habens in 
comitiva, cedulam portans in manu quasi es parte consibi regis. 
Tria proposuit in genere in parliamento tractanda; in quorum 
principio continebatur quod voluntas domini regis est quod ec- 
clesia suis gaudeat libertatibus prout in carta magna continetur. 
Et statim adjecit dictus dominus Arnaldus de capite proprio : 
" Notate," inquit, " non dicit rex quibuscunque llbertatibus, sed 
prout continetur in carta magna; si enim trutannus aliquis de 
Anglia vel aliunde bulJam seu privilegium impetraverit in curia 
papte, nos dictas bulbe non tenemur obedire, nisi sub sigillo 
regis hoc nobis fuerit intimatum. Hoc dicimus, quia vos melius 
nostis quod in tcrra Hyberniae nunquam inventi fuerunt hajretici, 
sed insula sanctorum consuevit appellari; nunc autem venit 
quidam alienigena de Anglia, et dicit nos omnes esse luereticos et 
excommunicatos, allegans pro se quasdam constitutiones papales 
de quibus nunquam audivimus usque modo ; et quia infamia istius 
terne personas omnium nostrum tangit, decet ut vos omnes 
partem faciatis contra ipsum." Cfflteri igitur episcopi Ossoriensem 
episcopum pulsare coepcrunt, ut aliquid ei responderet, ne coram 
tanta raultitudinc qualemcunque victoriam in causa fidei videretur 
reportare. Et ait episcopus Ossoriensis coram omnibus : " Ve- 
nerabiles," inquit, " patres et domini, hcet multa per istum nobilem 
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dominum et potentem coram vobis sint proposita, veritate tamen 
non omnia fulciuntur : privilegia enim ecclesire multa sunt valde, 
quie in una parva cartula non possent dc facili singulariter con- 
tineri. Nulli etiam dubium est quin, sicut reges et principes 
mundi de suis temporalibus disponunt, leges condunt et.statuta, 
sic et dommus noster papa, qui est Christi vicarius, libere de 
spiritualibus habet disponere et statuere, et maxime in causa fidei, 
quomodo servari debeat et tueri, cui etiam et nos et vos omnes, 
reges etiam et principes, obedire tenemur. Quod vero tertio dicit, 
quod ad terrie et vestrorum omnium diffamationem vos omnes 
dicimus hrereticos et excommunicatos, salva pace tanli viri et tantee 
potentise, non est verum: non enim in infamiam redundat bono- 
rum quod inali inter bonos inveniantur, nisi a bonis in sua malitia 
foveantur et protegantur. Nam inter Christi discipulos Judas 
inventus est proditor, et inter multos sanctos multi mali sunt 
inventi, et nos in nostra diocesi, in medio multorum bonorum et 
justorum, nidum unum invenimus diabolicum, turpiorem qui un- 
quam in regno seu dominio domini regis Anglia; sit inventus ; ad 
cujus purgationem cum procederemus, sicut ex debito officii 
sumus astricti, adversitatcs non modicas passi sumus, modernis 
temporibus inauditas ; verum propter poteutiam et divitiaa ad- 
versariorum pontiticalibus induti, corpus Christi portando in 
manlbus, cum presbiterorum et religiosorum magna comitiva, 
auxilium tuum, domine Arnalde, ratione omeii tui in loco ubi 
sedisti instanter imploravimus contra hiereticos memoratos, sed 
et tu nulla creatori tuo facta reverentia, dominum nostrura et 
rcgem omnium ac etiam patrem tuum episcopum cum vituperiis et 
tumultu masimo a facie tua extra aulam judicialem turpiterejecisli, 
auxihum tuum ecclesite in causa fidei penitus denegando, jurare 
etiam contemnens requisitus prout canonica dictant instituta, in 
pemiciem fidei et scandalum populi infinitum, propter quod sen- 
tentias a canone latas per medium capitis tui te noveris incurrisse, 
nec credas dominum nostrum sanctissimum Christi vicarium 
episeopum sub alis sanctie Romanic ecclesiae nutritum ad vos 
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transraisisse qui in causa fidei tuatn tiineat potentiam, minas, seu 
terrores, quin potius non solum carcerem sed et mortem si 
oporteat erimus cum Dei adjutorio parati sustinere. Vestro igitur 
prtelatorum et aliorum nobilium relinquimus judicio, si ha'c signa 
et opera fidelium dici debeant an aliorum." 

Htec audiens dominus Arnaldus in iram veliementer commotus 
surrexit, et episcopo respondit: " Bene bene dabitur tibi obviam 
quocunque vadas." Cui episcopus: " Si nobis obviam cum tuis 
satellitihus veneris, paratum invenies qui anirao lacto et jocundo 
pro fide Christi occurrat tibi." Et hiis dictis, accepta secum 
militia sua eum pnefato Willelmo, ctcteris omnibus in parliamento 
existentibus, recessit ab aula. 

Sed cum multi, immo quasi omnes, ad standum firmiter in 
causa fidet episcopum aiiimarent, 11011 est tanicn quisquam inventus 
inter omnes qui pubhce se auderet exponere, propter timorem 
adversariorum et eorum araicos et fautores. Episcopis igitur et 
atiis prtelatts simul existentibus in parliamento una cum discreto 
viro decano cathedrali ac etiam vic&rio generali ecclesiie Dub- 
linensis, accessit ad eos episcopus Ossoriensis, consiiium et auxi- 
liura in causa fidei petens ab eisdera. Cui respondet vicarius 
supradictus, quod in terra Hibernitc dominus Arnaldus le Power 
est vir magme potentise, et expediret priraum quod inter episcopum 
et ipsum pax reformaretur, et extunc in causa ecctesire liberius 
procedi posset. Cui episcopus Ossoriensis : " Cura sint," inquit, 
" simul hic congregati prcelati quamplures, et viri catholici, allegatis 
hinc inde ex utraque parte rationibus, nos libenter in hac parte, 
salvo jure Dei et ecclesiae, vestne stabimus ordinationi." Finaliter 
ex parte episcopi Ossoriensis et domini Arnaldi conventum erat, 
quod quatuor episcopi, scilicet Femensis, Darensis, Ymelacensis, 
et Lysmonensis, una cum supradicto decano vicario generati domini 
archiepiscopi Dublinensis, causas hinc tnde audtrent, et amicabititer 
tractarent super pacis reformatione inter ipsos. Sed cum epis- 
copus Ossoriensis inter csetera gravamtna sua allegaret in causa 
fidei mjustam iucarccrationcm, decanus supradictus vchementei 
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adrairans, ad credendum se reddidit difficilem, donec episcopus 
literam sigillatam sigillo noto dicti domini Arnaldi coram omnibus 
episcopis ostenderet, in qua expresse erat prieceptum per eundem, 
ut pra;mittitur, super ejus captione et incarceratione. Quibus 
episcopus Ossoriensis : " Factum," inquit, " est in se tam noto- 
rium et patens, quod neminem latet in Ossoria, immo nec pastores 
nec bubulcos." Ad informationem igitur dictorum prEclatorum 
una cum dicto decano, coram majore justiciario Hybernire ac 
etiara toto consilio regni, supradlctus dominus Arnaldus le Power 
episcopo Ossoriensi se humiliavit, veniam petens super injuriis 
illatis ab eodem. Cui statim corara omnibus respondit episcopus, 
quod libenter eidem omnem remitteret quantum in ipso est in- 
juriam personalem, etiam si in decuplo major esset, dumtamen 
htereticis et eorum fautoribus et receptatoribus in sua diocesi 
defensionem non preestaret vel juvamen, sed libere permitteret 
eundem inimicos Christi prosequi et contra eosdem procedere 
secundum canonicas sanctiones. Quod pro eo fideliter manucepe- 
runt episcopi cum vicario domini archiepiscopi supradicto. Et 
sic osculati sunt mutuo coram pradatis et omnibus de consilio regis, 
facta pace inter ipsos ; beneficium tamen absolutionis non habuit 
nec petivit, sciens episcopi potestatem ad hoc extendere se non 
posse, sicut per supradictos episcopos et vicarium domini archi- 
episcopl supradictum sibi extiterat intimatum. 

Porrexit igitur episcopus literas patentes sigillo suo signatas 
aupplicatorias prafato cancellario domini regis, ut supradictara 
Aliciam Kyteler excommunicatam per quadraginta dies et amplius 
in causa beeresis pro suis conturaaciis psriter et offensis per breve 
regium capi raandaret, et secundum formam sacrorum canonum 
carceri mancipari, maxime quia in civitate Dublinias et partibus 
circumvicinis publice conversabatur. Rogavit etiam episcopus 
venerabilem virum magistrura Willelmum, decanum ecclesise

H Utique rationabiliter peteretis, si in eodem statu esset causa 
ubi fuit dimissa ; vcrum quia nunc agitur de relapsu, et quoad 
mttlta apparent novi testes, qui prius non apparebant, et ecclesia 
plures habere credit, non videtur nobis quod statim sit admit- 
tenda purgatio, sed in tam arduo negotio amplius deiiberandum." 
Tandem pont longam altercationem inter episcopum et advocatos, 
diem petiverunt prolixum ad deliberandum et respondendum 
quoad prsemissa, proximum scilicet diem juridicum post festum 
Sancti HUlarii, Quod audiens episcopus gratanter concessit, 
silentium extunc in causa ha:resis imponens advocatis sub pas- 
nis in jure contentis. Et quia pendente negotio fidei ecclesia 
secura debet esse de persona, statim ministris omnibus juratis 
prcecepit in virtute juramenti prtcstiti quod caperent corpus dicti 
WUlelmi sine mora, et ducerent ad carcerem castri Kilkenniee, 
ibidem salvo custodiendum donec negotium fidei secundum judi- 
cium ecclesia; foret terminatum. Qui, disposita domo sua, eadem 
nocte incarceratus est, et in compcdibus ferreis vinculatus, ad 
cujas custodiam fideliter faciendam jurati sunt custodes carceris 
una cum duobus sacerdotibus ad hoc per episcopum deputatis et 
juratis secundum formam constitutionis novelkc, Ex multorum 
querelis, cujus copiam de verbo ad verhum tradi fecit episcopus 
custodibus sub sigillo suo. Heec videns cancellarius. coram populo 
se exeusavit quod in favorem ejus ad locum illum non venerat, 
et quod in hojresi contra ecclesiam ipsum fovere non in- 
tcndebat. 

Hac eadem die combusta fuit Petronilla de Midia hwretica, 
una de sodalibus dictie dominee Alicirc, qme postquam fuit sex 
vicibus per episcopum pro suis sortilegiis fustigata, demum de- 
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multitudine cum debita solennitate. Et hiec est prima sortilega 
hteretica inter tot ct tantas qua; unquam eombusta fuit in 
Hybernia. 

Septima igitur die ab incarceratione stepefati Willelmi, misit 
ipsc ad episcopum petens ut dignareturepiscopus eum in loco car- 
ceris personaliter visitare. Quo cum pervenisset, dictus Willelmus 
depositis vestibus coram episcopo et magna cleri et populi rnul- 
titudine in luto seminudus se prosternens dixit: " Pater mi et 
domine, personam vestram et patemitatem-recognosco mc mul- 
tiplicitcr ofFendisse, et contra vos errasse, proptcr quod ob Dei 
misericordiam placeat vobis mei misereri, quia paratus sum gratiie 
veatne me committere et vobis satisfaeerc pro ofFensa." Cui re- 
spondit eptscopus : " Fili, duas sancta mater ecelesia habet contra 
te causas, quarum una immediate tangit personam Dei qui est 
dominus omnium, alia tangit pcrsonam episcopi, qui sumus caput 
i.ttius ecclcsije (licet immcrito) et pater tuus spiritualis. De prima 
offensa tu nihil loqueris : quomodo ergo possemus nos, qui sumus 
servus inutilis, satisfactionem pro offensa pmonali nostra rectpere,

retrogradus et male commutatus : satisfac primum de ofTensa 
Dei in causa fidei, et postmodum quoad offensam nostram per- 
«onalem non judiccm sed patrem invenies satis misericordcm et 
graciosum. Spectaculum se dedit Dominus mundo. angelis, ct 
hoiiiiuibus : nam in multitudine divitiarum tuarum, potentia ami- 
coruni, ct prudentia sensus et consilii tui, in tantam superbiam 
a elatus, ut claves ecclesi.-e, jurisdictionem, et jura contempneres, 
mEreticos fovens, innocentes opprimens, et noxios dimittens, et 
ecce dedit te Deus et consilium tuum in rcprobum sensum : 
tradidit te in manus illorum qui divitias tuas contempnunt, et 
potcntiam tuam et tuorum in causa fidei non timent. In boc 
mtntm est qua fronte misericordiam petis, ex quo in tanta potentia 
et tot officiis majoribus tociens constitutus cras, et non est in- 
ventua sub tua jurisdietioite qui unquam in conspectu tuo miseri- 
cordiam seu grntiam potuit invenire. Tot oppressisti innoccntes,

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clericos et laicos in carccrem et compedes detrudendo, et ecce 
opprimit te Deus, et tu ipse in carcere et compedibus es detrusus, 
nec est inventus in tanta populi et cleri multitudine, quantum nos 
perpendere possumus, quin tuam affectet totalem dejectionem. 
Admodum Lueiferi de alto cecidisti : sed Deus tibi concessit tempus 
pcenitendi : humiliare coram ipso, misericordiam suam instanter 
implorando et gratiam, ut tui dignetur misereri." Cui ille re- 
spondit: " Domine," inquit, " episcope, si placet, da mihi bene- 
ficium absolutionis a sententia excommunicationis." Cui epis- 
copus : " Duo," inquit, " sunt excommunicatiomim genera, unum 
pro contumacia et aliud pro offensa : tu pro offensa fidei, hasreticos 
receptando, fovendo, et defensando, in eausa lueresis, tuis exigen- 
tibus demeritis, judicialitcr,diflinitive,et sententialiter pronunciatus 
es excommunicatus, a qua sententia absolvi te non permittunt 
jura, donec satisfeceris ecclesiffi de tanta offensa, vel de satis- 
faciendo sufficientem praestiteris cautionem."

Misit igitur pradictus Willelmus pro cancellario, quod ad ipsum 
veniret festinanter super dicta cautione tractaturus. Ante cujus 
adventum, insonuit rumor per totam civitatem Kylkenniaj quod 
cancellarius regis esset venturus, ut auctoritate regia libcraret in- 
carceratum. Quod dum episcopo innotuit, assumpto decano et 
majoribus cnpituli sui et peritioribus cleri sui, una cum majoribus 
civitatis, accessit ad cancellarium, et ipsum coram omnibus al- 
locutus est in hunc raodum : " Domine," inquit, " cancellarie, et 
vos etnos Deo et sancta matri ecclesia; jurati sumus, ct domiuo 
nostro regi Anglite similiter, unde ex parte nostra et totius cleri 
nostri vcnimus ad vos ad denunciandum vobis, qui de concilio 
regis post justiciarium estis principahs, pericula qwedam. et 
scandala utrique curiic imminentia, nisi pr^ccaveantur. Quorum 
primum est, cum in priesentia domini justiciarii et vestra ac consilii 
regii Alicia Kyteler, lectis coram vobis articulis quampluribus 
hieresim sapicntibus et attestationibus similiter ptiblicatis, de 
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i cleri nostri hieretica fuisset pronunciata et re- 
lapsn, ct bona confiscata, et quantum cx parte ecclesite est curiac 
trndita seculari pro suis demcritis punienda, lioc etiam per litcras 
nostras patentes ligUlo nostro signatas justiciario et vobis esset 
patefactum, ut de ea fieret quod jura dictant: vos nihilominus, ad 
quera pertinet et sine quo fieri non posscr, prasertim cum ex 
tunc justiciario in remotis at;ente vos locum ejus tenueritis i 
cum officio cancellariie, dictam htcreticam usque in prtcsens libere 
permisistis evagari, etiam juxta vos, in tantum ut proptcr scan- 
rtaliim viearius domini arcbiepiscopi Dublinensis processus jara 
faciat eontra receptatores et fautorcs ejusdem, unde ecclesia non 
modicum admiratur quod pcr vos dc remedio opportuno non pro- 
videtur. Secandum est, cum vos sitis religiosus, signum crucis 
gcstans in hnbitu, ut ob amorem crucifixi pnclia domini debeatis 
prnrliari, nos ex quo causa Christi et fidei fuit inchoata tam contra 
matrem hicreticam quam etiam contra filium in fide suspectum de 
vobis aut officio vcstro nunquam in hujusmodi causa potuimus 
invcmre gratiam seu favorcm, quin potius, cum in civitate 
Kilkcnnitc hospitium alibi habcatis pulchrum et honestum, 
vos tamen nihilominus cx tunc et non ante iu domo illa 
hffireticali, spelunca scilicet hrereticorum, qutc latrina reputatur 
ecclesUe, vos hospitari fecistis, ct ibidem cancellariam domini 
nostri regis principis tam cntbolici tcnuistis, in scandahim fidei 
et vituperium non modicum domini nostri regis.

Quibus lectis per quend&m jurisperitum, 
cxpositis per episcopum publtce et auditis, dietua cancellarius 
prorumpens in lacrimas dixit : " Si in aliquo erratum est, non 
ex intentione vel malitia sed potius ex ignorantia processit error." 
Quoad juramentum vero pitcstandum, dilationem petivit donec 
cum aliis de consilio regis sibi super hoc consultum esset. 

Eadem igitur die venit dictus cancellarius ad episcopum, trac- 
taturus super completione pcenitentiee imposita? prajfato Willelmo ; 
sed episcopus remittens eundem ad decanum et capitulum, finaliter 
conventum est inter cos quod dictus cancellarius pro pnefato 
Willelmo totam ecclesiam cathedralem a campanili desuper versus 
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orientem cum capelta beatte virginis perfecte de plumbo cooperiet, 
cum omnibus suis admmiculis, infra quatuor annos proximo 
sequentes. Et ad faciendam securitatem, inveuit de duabus 
ecclesiis in Ossoria, scilicet Balygaveran et Gavilmoy, cum suis 
capellis pro decano et capitulo, cum instrumentis sigillatis sigilhs 
prioria et communitatis hospitalis totius Hybernite, quas ipsi 
tenent in proprios usus, sub tali pacto quod nisi infra quatuor 
annos prior opus perfccte compleverit, remanebunt dictec ecclesire 
cum earum fructibus decano et capitulo per decem annos pro 
quingentis marcis, qute tamen ad verum valorem, ut creditur, 
valere possunt mille marcas. Habita igitur super hoc sufficienti 
securitate, accessit episcopus ad locum carceris, et a sententia 
excommunicationis quam incurrerat incarceratus propter defen- 
sionem, receptationem, et favorem ha;reticorum, absolvit eundem, 
ipso nihilominus in carcerc ecclesia; et compedibus semper re- 
manente donec principaie negotium fidei foret terminatum. 

Appropinquantc igitur tempore purgationis dicti Willelmi, ne 
propter defectum mutui colloquii cum amicis suis de non purgando 
se possit excusare, misit ad eum episcopus per literas suas patentcs 
ac etiam per manus duorum canonicorum ecclesie cathedralis, quod 
ipse personas tot ct quales ipse vcllet de tota Ossoria ad purgandum 
idoneas eidem nominaret, et ipse liberam licentiam concederet 
cidcm ad tractandum ct colloquendum cum eisdem super sua 
purgatione facienda, juxtaformam tamen constitutionis apostouco; 
prwlibatce. Qui post tractatus et colloquia multa habita cum 
eisdem per se et suos nuncios speciales, perpcndens quod in 
purgatione deficeret, eo quod sufficientes et idoneos non posset 
invenire compurgatores, attendens etiam quod ecclesia quoad 
multa et gravia contra eum sufticientes haberet probationes, die 
purgationis sute adveniente et probationis ex parte ecclesioj, 
episcopo sedente pro tribunali, astante sibi clerl et populi maxima 
multitudine, ipso in judicium de carcere evocato, objiciente igitur 
cpiacopo ut prius, et continuando processum juxta retroacta, ipse 
statim coram omnibus respondit : " Doininc," inquit, " episcope, 
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pater mi et doniine, postquam annos attigi discretionis, in ista 
diocesi in officiis variis et majoribus ego fui, multas etiain terras

Quibus omnibus 
finabter concordantibus quod sic, episcopus in pubbco coram 
omnibus ipsum in causa fidei vehementer suspectum atque dif- 
famatum in purgatione canonica super hiis sibi indicta pronun- 
ciavit defecisse, et nihilorainus cundem pcenitentem ad gratiam et 
unitatem ecclesiai admisit, quatenus canonica dictaverint instituta. 
Et supcr gratia facienda ac etiam modo et quantitate ejusdem 
sibi videbatur magis deliberandum ; et ad hoc diem statuit alium, 
ut interim super hoc cum clero suo pleuius deliberaret, <lccernens 
ipsum a compedibus ferreis absolutum in carcere ecclesiae forc 
custodiendum, donec negotium fidei foret terminatum.

ill blood between tbe bishop aiid Pocr. The bishop accused him of lieresy, 
had him excommunicated,* and by virlue of a writ of Excommtmicato 
rvpictidv. grounded ou iiis certificate, he was coramittcd prisoner to tbe 
tastle of Dublin ; but was !>v niost people thought to be iiiuocent ; insorauch 
tbal Koger Outlawe, Prior of Kilmainhatn, who in 1328 was cotistitutcd 
Justice of Ireland, shewed bim some countenanee, and treated liim witii 
bumauity. Tbe bishop was euraged at this procedure, and openly accused 
the justice of heresy, and for abetting Poer, and aiding liiin with his odvice 
and couosel. The justicc petirioned the Privy Council for leavo to purge 
himself of thia charge; and thcy ordered public proclamation to be tnade 
fbr tbree daye ; that if any person hati a mmd to prosecutc tlie said justice, 
tbey ihould have protoction wtth freedom and safety to do it. But, no 
body appearing, the King's writ was issucd at the requcst of the justice, to 
utetnble the peers, bishop*. abbots, priors, the mayors of the four cities ; 
tu. Dublin, Cork, Limerick, and Walerford, as also thc sheriffs, and 
Nueschals, thc knights of shires, and the principal freemcn of thc city of 
Dublin. When this parliament niet the jnst ii-i' made it appear.f that the 
biahop's proceedings against Poer werc partial and unjiint in favour of a 
kinsman of the bishop, who began tbe quarrel with Poer ; and that there- 
fore tbe lord chief-justiee onfy supported the cause of the opprcssed. The 
parliainenl appointed a conunitteej of six to exaniiue tlie chiirge. Tliese 
were William Kodyeard dean of St. Patrick's Dublin, thc abbats of 
Sl Thoiuas and St. Mary's, the prior of Christ Church, Mr. Eliaa 
L&wless, and Mr. Peter Willcby. They examined such nitnesses os wore 
suinmoned apart ; and every one of theni made oalh, that the justice was 
orthodox, a zealous champion of thc faith, and ready to defetid it witli his 
lifc. Upon this report of the Committce he was sulcimily acquitted, and 
prepared a sirmptuous banquet for ail his deienders. But the unfortunate 
Pner liieti the same year, 1331, § undcr his confinement, before thc matter 
TO fully adjusted ; and hia earcass was a long ttme kept unburiod, because 
hr died uiiasaoiled. Howevcr our bishop did not cscapc his share of 
troublet, which lay on him heavily for many ycars ; and this accuser of 
heresy waa obliged lo fly his country for the samc crimc. For he was in 
hi» tuni accueed of hercsy hy his nirtntpolihin, Alixandcr ltiekoor, arch- 
bishop of Dubliu, and was driven to shelter himsclf under an appeal to the 
«poatolic see. 1 cannot fix the particular time when this liappened : but 
beUfire it was in thc ycar 1329. For on tlie eight)i|| of ,Iune Ihat ycar 
Kiag Edward III. wrote to the Pope and many of t.hc cardinals, warniug 
tfuan to take lieed how thcy gave car 1« the su^frestions nf lii.sliop Ledred; 
for thal he had privatcly fled liis country, wlien he ouprht to have stood his 
trial for bis demerits ; and in 1331*] be wrote on the same occasion to the 



l*ope, and iuformcd liim that thc bishop had iWlined an inquiry into his 
conduct: Imiuuw he was conscious of his gtiilt, Upon his flight in 1329 
thc Kiug acisoil Ul temporalitieB ; but upon the mediation andearnesl inlcr- 
ccnsion uf oiic of the enrditiuls, a writ" issued for liis restitution in the tenlh 
of Mny, 1331 ; 011 condition, nevcrtheless, that the bishop should subniit 
hiniHclf in pcrson to tM King, nnd UWM at home any c-hargc ohjected to 
hiin.

Bromley]. Treasurer of Ireland, [who »a> hnstiiing in the Kiug's dcbts iu 
ihe town of Kilkenuy ; by which meatis thc King's affairs were obatructed], 
itnl had also given abusive language to the Chicf Justice of the Common 
Pleaa. siuing in court [by telling liim. he was a fulse traytor, and bad 
given falsc counsel to the lord justice. I-'or which, and for muny othcr 
seditious practices he had been iudicted, and by false suggestions had ob- 
tained the Kings pardon. I5ut on the 20th of March, 13al,t the King 
revoked and made void his pardon : beeause he had been subtily circum- 
vputed and deceived in grantnig it. Vct these proceedings did not humble 
this prelate. I-'or] a lilt.le after one Thoma* Vit?. (iithen (as appears in 
the public records) plundered and set fire to the castle of Moycobir, and 
slew Hugb le Pocr in it. Ledred was brought to trial as an accomplice iti 
the fact ; nnd I do not find that he in any other mauner purged himself than 
by pleadiug the Kings pardon. Thc King afterwards [as before] declared 
this pardon void, as bting oblained RurreptUiously and by fraud. [I am 
apt to think that tliis and thc pardon before-mentioiied, and the revocation 
of it, wcre oue and the sarae. For that was a pardon for «11 homicides, 
theft», robberies, conspiraeics, &•:. which hc had no occasion for, if it 
were uiilv to screen hmi frora tho eontcmjits tn the treasurer and justice. 
But the facts are so hlended together, that it is hard to separate thera.] 
llowever, about the close of the year 1354 hc was received into favour ; 
the stomi blew over, and he passed thc remainder of his life in great 
Irnuquillity, Ot' his licautitYing Ihe eathedral, scc before p. 399. He 
oblaiued the King's leave for demolishing three ehurches without the walls, 
ond employrd ihe stoncs in building an episcojial palace near thc cathedral, 
[at hia own espeuse, in which he erectedj an altar, dcdicnted to the threo 
aaints, whusc churclic. hc hait demolished ; and ohligcd the collegiatc vicars 
■ -1'rvice therc, wheni-ver ihe bishoji should requirc thcm ; whom 
he also ondowed with an orchard]. He died in a very advauced agc in the 
year 1360 [having sat about forty-two yeers in this see], and was buricd 
in hii own church, on the Gospel sidc of the high altar. 

P. 1. Direvsis utentes sortilegiis. — lu HoliiiBheds Cbronicle of Ireland, 
p. 69, we have thc following account of thcse arts of sorcery, containing 
particulars uot mentioned in our text.

TheLadie In these daiei lived in thc diocesse of Ossorio the Lady 
Alice Kettle Alice Kettle, whon» tlie btshop asscited to purge herselfe of 
aecuaed of t j, e fyj^ f irjcliontment and witchcraft imposod unto hir 
eorcen . ^^ j one Petronill and Basill hir compliceB. She was 
cbarged to have niglttlie oouference with a spirit called Hobert Artisson, 
to whome she satrificed in the high waic nine red cocks and nine peacocks 
eies. Also that she swept the streets of Kilkennie betweene compteine and 
twilight, raking all the filth towards the doores of liir Bonne Willi.tm 
Outlawc, murmuring secretlie with hir selfc Ihese words: 
" To the house of William my sonne, 
Hie all the wealth of Kilkennie townc. 
At the first conviction Ilicy abjured nnd did penancc, but shortlie after they 
were found in rclapsc, and then was Fetronill burnt at Kilkennie, the other 
twaine might not be heard of. She at the houv of hir dcath accused the 
said William as privie to thcir sorceries, whome the bishop held in durance 
nine weeks, forbidding his kccpors to eat or to drink with him, or to speake 
to him more than once in the daie. liut at length, thorough the sute and 
instance of Arnold lc Powrc theu seneschall of Kilkennie, he waa dclivered, 
and after corruptcd with bribes thc seneschall to jiersecute the bishop ; so 
that he thurst him into prinon for three moneths. In rifling the closet of 
the ladie, they found a wafcr of saeramental bread, having the divels name 
slamped thereon in steed of Jef-us Christ, and a pipe of ointment, where- 
with she grcased a slaffe, upon which shc amblcd and gallopped thorough 
thicke and thin, when and in what manncr she listed. This businesse 
about thesc wilches Iroubled all the stotc of Ircland thc more, for that the 
ladie was supported by certcine of the nobililio, and lastlte conveied over 
into England, since which time it could ncver be understood what became 

The following aceount (which nppears to be at least partlythe souree of 
that given by Holinshed) is given in the Annales HiberniE, printed by 
Camden, (Britannia, Ed. 1607, p. 818) apparcntly a mere compibjtion of

Ib. Johanne* le Power. — Sir Johti le Poer was the last husband of Alice 
Kyteler; it is not easy to identifv him, as therewere several Johns living 
at that time. John le Poer, baron of Donoyl, mi summnncd to parliament 
in 1310; he was sheriff of Waterford in 1304. His eldest son Peter le 
Poor. baron of Donoyll, ninrried Joan daughter of sir John Wogan, lord 
rfiirf justice of the comiuon pleas in Ireland, whose son John had a son 
Jolm. who left a daughter and beir, lamanen, who became the wife of 
NichoUs de Bekenfield aboat 1350. Tho property of Kilme&den descended 
to a younger branch. The Powcrs barons of Curraghiuore, now repre- 
sented by the Marquess of Waterford, were of this family; hut Arnold wa« 
of another branch, as hcreafter stated, 

P. 3. jSSthinpu — In the old popish legends, tiie devils or hobgoblins are 
very Frequently represented as being lilack, from which is derived the 
niodern popukr notion rclating to the colour of the evil one. The word 
trihiif,*, in iow Latin, was used simply to express a person thut was black. 

Ib. Fmttr Hngcru* Outiaire. — Boger Outlaw. prior of St. John of 
Jcni-.-dein. w*s appointed lord justice of Ireland or deputy to Sir Jolin 
Dany. lord lienteiiaiit of Ireland, by patent, dated 15 March, 9 Edw. III, 
1334. He was lir,t appointed lord deputy of Ireland in 1326, whc-n 
Thonuu Fitz John earl of Kildare was lord justiciary or lieutenant, and 
coutiuucd under Sir John Darcy ; again in 1329, and againin 1346. Tho 
paleuts are enrolled on the Plaiita Rolls in thc Hirwingham Tower, 9 
Edw. III. 

Hogcr Outlaw commanded an expcdition against Brien 0'Brien and - 
other enemies of our lord the king in Mmister to Athyssel in Tipperary, 
in which Arnold Oullawc roinmandcd eleven men at arms and forty-eight 
fnotmen, 4 Edward III. This Arnold was inost likely the son of William 
Outlawe and the protegee of John le Poer. Jobn le Poer received H/. for 
four services on the same occasion. 

The name of Williani Outlawe appears on the Pipe Roll in Meath, 6 
Ric. II. 1382. 

The family of Utlagh were seated in Dublin aud filled sevcral situation» 
ik the corporatton. 

Ib. Dwniniw Arnaldu» te Poawrr. — This man was lord of Coultnac- 
*amnv. in ihe county of Wuterford, nud succeedcd his brother Robert in 
ibat estate in 1306. They wcre the sons of Robert le Poer of tliot place. 



He wss a commissionex to ioquire into thc landa of those who assisted 
Edward Bruce, 1320. His son Eustace succecded him in 1336. 

P. 4. Prioralum de Kenles— Kells was a walled town in the county of 
Kilkenny ; it was founded by Geoffery Fitz Itobert, who obtaiucd the 
barouy of Kells from Strongbow ; it was made a borough, and received a 
charter of incorjioration for the health of his sont and that of earl Itichard 
his lord. hi 1193 the saroe GeotTrey founded here a priory for regular 
canons of St. Augustin, and brought the priests from thc priory of liodroin 
in Cornwall ; viz. KeginaUI ile Aclond. Hugh le ltous. Alured and Algar, of 
whom Reginald wns the first prior, and was sueceeded by Hugh le Rous. 
Alured was first prior of Inistcoge ; aud Algar, being sent to Itome, be- 
came a bishop iu Lombardy. 

Geoffrey granted conBMUMibla pMMNions to this house, and in due titne 
the prior was siimmoned to parliament, and became one of the lords 
spirituat of the Irish Parliament, and so conlinued till thc dissolution of 
monasteries. The barony of Kells waa granted to Arnold le Poer for 
life ; and on his deafh it was granted to Walter de Birmingham, nephew 
to Johu earl of Louth, who was summoued to parliament as lord of 
Kells in Ossory, and died in 1350 ; his only son, Walter, dying without 
issuc, his only sister Margaret becamo his heir, and carried the barony in 
fec to the Prcstons ; her son ChristnplH-r Preston became lord of Kells in 
Ossory, and was also a peer as lord of Gormanstoun. Itobert Preston, her 
great-grandson, was allowed precedetice of the lord of Slane, as tord of 
Keltn in 0.i8oiy, in 1462. This town is nowbuta Bmall village, containing 

,'iltogi'tlitT alwml 17 0IP inli;itiit;i[i1.-, <'liiftlj :iL r rifiiltiirists. At thc dissolution 

the priory was granted to Jaines earl of Ormond. 

Ib. In pnrtibus ile Clomore — Thcre are two jilaces called Clonmore in 
the county of Kilkenny, one of which is a parish aud a rectory near Carrick 
on Suire. 

Ib. Stephanue le Pouwer. — He was of a junior branch of the lord 
Amold's family, and son of another Stephen, who marricd Morgaret, 
d.mghter and heir of Andrew de Birmingham. He held the ofiice of 
sprjeant or bailitf of the cantred now called the barony of Overk, one of 
thc baronies or hundrcds, as they arc tenned in the Etiglish couultes, whose 
duty it was to execute the writs and warranta of tlic sencschal of the 
counties palatine and the sheriffs of other counties. Iu many counties of 
Jreland in these early tiraes offices were hercditary. 

The branch of the nohle family from which Amold descended was from 
Walter le Poer, who was lord of the manor of Dumbratyn and Rathgor- 
muck, in the county of Cork, and married Feva, daughter and heir of

William Deincourt, lord of Incheth aud Lisuckilt, in Tipperary, in ihe 
cowity of Tipperary, by whom he had 

I Ee Poer, lord of the same and of Gras Castle, in right of his 
wife Margaret, daughler and heir of William de firas, of Gras Castle in 

Tippcrary, by whom he had many sons: 1. le Poer, who was father 

of Eustace le Poer, who was summoned to parliamcut in 1295, as lord le 
Poer, and married the d&Ughter and coheir of Sir William de Odingsels, 
lord of Maxtock and Solehall Wolverley in Warwickshire, and relict of 
Peter de Birmingham, but had no iasue ; '2. Walter, heir to his brother: 
3. Benedict, father of Stephen, who had a sou, Slepheu, sergeanl of Overk, 
mentioned in p. 4. 

Walter le Poer, lord of Gras Casl.le, &c. married Amicia, an heircss, 
and had a son, Walter, who died withont issue ; and 

Mrtthew le Poer, heir to hia father, who married twtce: first, Matilda 
— : and, seeondly. Dioiiysia, who succeded him, and had dower in 

1280 ; by which wife he had the issue does not appear, but he had seven 

Waller le Poer, lord of Gras Castle, iSrc. who was father of 

Arnold le Poer, lord of thc manors of Kilmehide, Balyhavenan, Tylagh, 

BalytarBj-n, Bonestou, Burgage, Aleynestouu, Gras Castle, Crobon, Moy- 

lober. aud Garth, in Kilkeunyand Tipperary; also of Kenlcs in Kilkeiiny, 

and Castle Wamy, Ughterard, Contyberbeg, aud Lyuetstoun in Kildare. 

He was married lo Agnes , who survived him. and had dower in 

1337. He was seneschal of the palatine counties of Kilkenny and Carlow, 
aud the person mentioned in this narrative. Hc died in the tower-prison 
of tbe oastle of Dublin, now called the ttecord Tower. His son and beir, 
Eustacc le Poer, married Matilda de Birmingham, daughter and coheir of 
John de Birmingham, Earl of Louth (the geueral of the Irish army in 
1315, wbo defeated Edward Bmce in the baltle where that prince was 
killed), by AveUna, daughter of Walter son of Walter de Burgo carl of 
Llsler. His son, Arnold le Pocr, had livery 7 April, 37th Edw. III. 
1362. It is not necessary to trace this [icdigree further. 

Tbe power of the chnrch, or rather of ecclcsiaatics, is exhibited strongly 
in the fate of Sir Thomas Bath, lord of Lowth, a descendant of Catharine, 
the youngest daughter of the sarae eari, who by stalute passed 1459, in 
the parbamcnt held at Drogheda, on the allegation, as rccited in preamble, 
'p| li. iviiifr put out tke eyea of one mastcr John Stackboll, a priest, and 
doclor of the four degrees, and cnt out hii tongue, which, by the grace, 
nediatu/n, and nxiraculou* pitwer of the Virgin Mary, were restured to 
kim. was deprived of his peerage nnd pliice iu parliament, and rcndered 
incapahle of holding office I Lest this ahould be eonsidered au eiaggeralion, 
we insert the statute : 



" Drogbeda, Friday next after tho feast of St. Blaise, bcforc 
Richard dukc of York, &c. 38 Hen. VI. 1459. 

" Itom, prayen the commons — That whereas Sir Thomas Bnih. knight, 
pretending to be lord of Lowth, whereunto he hath 110 title of inherilance, 
at .-iii-li time as he nas in the realme of Engl.md, used such conversation 
and ill couduct as caused him to bo committed to the prison of Ludgate, 
in the eity of London, from which prison he was delivered and redeemed, 
by the aid, labour, and snccour of his brother, Bartholomew Hatb, and after 
sued onr sovereign lord the king for the office of escheater of Ireland, by 
wbich he falsely disseised Sir John Pilkington, knt. to whom aud his heirs 
the said office was granted by king Henry IV. He accused master John 
Stackboll, doctor of each degrce. of high treason, who was acquitted, whora 
the said Sir Thumas robbed and plundered so much, that the said master 
John obtained the pope's bull to Edmund liishop of Meath, to dcclare the 
said Sir Thomas excommunicato mitil he restored thc said John his goods, 
who bcing disobedient, the bishop at Navan, on a market day, in solemn 
procession, ezoommnnicated the -;iid Sir Thomas in obedienre to the pope's 
command, and desired that in any towu, whcre the said Sir Thomas should 
thereafter come, no baptism or burial should he had or mass sung or said 
within three days after his residence there. In which cxcommunication 
the said Sir Thoiuas remains, continumg iu his malicious, inhuman, and 
diabolbal obstinacy aguinst the church of Ciod. And not yet content 
nor satisfied with the iuteut and gratification of his said malice, caused 
certain of his servauts to go to the abbey of Navan, whcrc tbe said 
master John was, and violcntly took him out of the church of our 
blesscd Lady there and carried him lo Wilkiustoun, nnd there kept him in 
prisou and cut out his tongue ; aud, in thcir estimation, put out his eyes ; 
after which he was agaiu carried to tlie said chureh, and cast before our 
blessed Lady. by tbe grace and mediation and miraculous power of whom 
he was restored to his sight and tougue. Whereupon it bciug considered, 
that, if dueaud severe punishmont bciiothcreiii made aod provided, no man 
will fear to offend against the church of God, or the censures of tho 
miuisters thercof, or thc ]a\vs, lilicrtics, privilogos, and immmiitus thoreul', 
it wiis ordaincd tliat proelamatiou be made, that the said Sir Thomas should 
appear before the duke of York, on Tuesday nexl, before the feast of Saint 
Patrick next ensuiug, and if he shall uot appear, to be out of the kiug*s 
protection, and forfeit all his lands to the king. And aiso it is ordained, 
lli.il tln-^aid Sir Thomas nevershall havep!aceiu the said parliameut of the 
said land, or hold any office therein, by the grant of our sovereign lord. 
And proelamation was accordingly made two several days." 

After this, this uobIeman's nameappenrs described iu subsequent stalutes 
and rocords as Sir Thomas Bath, hite ford <J' Louth .' ! f 



Ib. ContrattE. — A cantred, in Iretand and Wales, was a district au- 
swering to what in England is called a hundred, The name is interpreted 
:is -i^iiitViug a hundred villa or parishcs. 

Ih. Qiiie vutirnriter Ouerk.- tt/./.plliitnr. — Overk is from ab a ritier, 
i'opi" qf galnion. It is a bnrony bounded on the south-east by the Suire 
rivcr, and by a little Btrearo which runs into that river near Waterford. It 
no douht has its name from ihe great abuntLtnce of salroon in the Suire, 
which divides the eotinty from Watcrford. 

P. 5. Autenticum. — A writ, or warrant. 

P S. Quod a nemine ahsolvi ptitexth. — Under the liomish chureh there 
was a special division and limitation of the jurisdiction of the different orders 
of the hierarehy in absolving from difforent sins, nnd from ecclesiaatical 
eicommunication. The followiny extrnct froiu (i uiniiuscript of the fifteenth 
century (MS. Dibl. Burney, No. 3J>6, fo. 80. v°.) gives memorial verses 
tnumerating the cascs wliich were left to the parish pricst, those which 
rould not. be solved by one lcss than a bishop, aud thuse wbich came only 
wilhin ihe liniits of the po[>e's personul power.

P. 10. Watierum de Istelcppe. — Walter de Isteiep w 
27 Oet. 1310, appointed escheater of Ireland: bis ac> 
pipe-roll of 6 Edw. II. and 7 Edw. II. In 1317 he hud a grant of Cradorthen 
in Ktldare, late thc estate of John de Boneville, attainted as a felon. 
Onthe 16Nov. 1317, hc wasabsent in England, and Kogcr Outlawe, prior of 
Kilmainbam, was appointed tc- exoeute thc office of treasurer of Irelaud. 
In 1322 he in conjunction with Thomas le Boteller had the custody of 
the lands &c. of Gilbert de Clare eorl of Glouccster and Hereford, iu Irc- 
land; viz. the mnnors of Kilkeuny, Callan, Dunferl, iSnltvcallan, with their 
members Ballydowll, Letherden, Cloutipered, Newtoun, Old Geripont, 
&c. together with a stone house in Kilkenny. In 1334 Fromond Ie Bruen 
ahenated the manor of llabo to Walter de Istelep without license from the 
crown. Walter was keepcr of the liberty of Kilkenny. In the year 
last-mentioned the lands of Walter de Istelep were seiscd into the kings 
hands ; viz. in Meryong, Dovenathbrok, and Thomcnal.le, in the county of 
Dublin, for the sutn of I33i>/. 17». \±d. recovered against him by the king, 
in the court of exchequer in England, for divers concealments and improper 
allowances in his account as escheater. They were granted to Thomas 
Bagod, he rendering their true annual value. (Pipe Roil). In 1326 he 
was made treasurer of Ireland (Pat. Roll.) In 1336 he obtained a 
chartcr of peace or acquittal und pardon of all transgressions, except 
the death of Englishmen, arson, and adherence to tlic .Scutti-h tnvuiiis. 
(Pat. Rott.) Walter de Istelep was an Englishman, and related to 
Simon de Istellp, or Is/ip, archbishop of Cauterbury, |ierhaps his brother; 
for we find on tbe llolls of Parliaiiieul Ihe primate's uame spelled Isletrp, 
as well as Ivtip.

P. 13. Comilatus de ('■tvhtgh r —T\\c countv of Carloiv lies. betwecn 
ihe counties of Dublin, Kildarc, and Kilkenny. It waa part of the king- 
doro of Leinster. and fell to the share of thc earls of Norfolk in tho 
'i! became a county palathie, of whicb Arnold le Poer was 
seneselial. us «ell as nf Kilkenny. tht:n the estate of ilichard de Clare 
earl of Gloucester. The seoeschal was cbief judge, as well as invested 
vrilh all the power of the sheriff of othcr countics, aud represented the 
lord of the palatinatc ; thereforc the bishop complaincd that it would not 
be safe f»r him to pass through it. 

The name mcans the town on the Leinster ford, Cdr;4)n 4ol 43: it 
stands on the Barrow river, and afineold casllr n>iiimnudi-d the pass.which 
fell a few years since, in consequence of a gentlemau named Middleton 
making alterations in it with a view to render it habitable. 

P. 14. Trutannus .... cum meo hordi/s. — The term trutannus was 
applied to a monk who quitted his own mouastery, or to a pricst or eecte- 
siastic who wandercd from his parish or diocese. It is here intended as a 
fDeer upon bishop Lcdrede for having nuitted his own country (England) 
to become an inlerloper among the prelates of Ireland. See further on, 



p. 17. Tbere is a good deal of national jealousy ejbibited in tbese trans- 
actions. I betieve that h&rttyt means dirt. 

P. 16. Willclmum de Xotifngham. — The Nottingham family were lords 
of Thomcastte, now called the Blaek Rock, in the county of Dublin. 
Robert de Nottingbam was bailiff of Dubtin in 1300, aod obtained the 
mauor of Lucan, by marrying with the heir of John de Hawsted, or 
Hausted. These estates passed to John de Bathe, who married Eglantine, 
sister aud heir of Wilbain de Nottingham, son and heir of Robert de 
Nottingham. This Robert was mayor of Dubliu, 1331, and William was 
bts sou and heir, 1324. His widow, Eglantine, married Robert Bagod, and 
was tiving in 1330. 

The first de Nottingham mentioned was a chief justice tn 1360. His name 
was Alexander de Nottingham. His son and heir, Alexander, nbtained the 
manor of Nobber, in Meatb, from Matitda de Lacy, aud left three daughters 
his coheirs : Matilda, who raarried, first, Wiltiam de Laundres ; secondly, 

John de Boneville ; and, thirdly, le Boteller : she leried a fine of 

Nobbcr, 6 Edw. 1. 1277 ; the otber daoghters were Joon and Margaret. 

We find a John de Nottingham, of Dubtin, 1 327, who had a son, Robert. 
A Eamily of the name possessed Ballvowen, in the countv of Djbliii, texnp- 
Ebiabeth. 

P. 17. Intuta tanctorum. — Ireland, so commouly called from tbe number 
of pious persons wbo sought rt-tirement there in the earlier ages of wcstern 
Christianity. Mesgmghams work on tbe chief Irish Saints is entitleil Insula 
Sanctorum. According to the Irish antiqiiaries, Ireland was a fto/y iiland 
before Cbristiauity, beuur dedicated to Astarte, the Phcenkian goddesa rf 
long voyages. 

Ib. Quatuor cpitcopi, tci/icet Femcntit. Darcntit, Tmctacentit, ct 
Lgtmormtit. — Adam de Northampton was the bisbop of Ferus j Walter 
le Veele, alias Cal£ waa btshop of Kildare (Darensis Episc.) ; the bishop 
of Emly (afterwards joined to the bishopric of Casfael) was WUliam 
Rogheved or Roghead (i. c. rough-head) ; the eee of Lismore was occu- 
pied by Johu Leynagh, who succeeded in 1323, aud beld tbe see till 1364. 
Adarn de Northampton was the second Bishop of Fems of the name ; 
be succeeded 1312, and died 1346. Richard de Northampton was in- 
veated with the tcmporalities 13 Oct- 1262, and died 1303. 

Waiter le Vcele, or Calf, of Calfstown, was iu 1299, chancellor of the 
cathedral of Kildare, was elected bishop of Kildare, the saroe vear, and was 
consecrated in the church of St. Patricks, Dubtin, iu 1300. He pur» 
chased the manor or barony of Norragh, in Kitdare, from GeoBrey de 
Norragh, while bishop, and died in 1332. John Calf. or Lr Yeel. MB of 



Williaro Calf, and nephew to the bishop, succeeded lo Iiis estates, and, Nor- 
ragh bcing ketd by huront/, was stvled baron nfNorrogh, as ivaa Sir ltuberl 
Calf. his son, who was summotied to a grand council ns haron of Norragh, 
tn 1872. Elizabeth Calf, or Le Veel, Sir Roberfs only daugliter and heir, 
was wife of Williain Weik-slcv, of Baronsrath, who was styled baron of 
'/,. Sorragh, in right of his wife, whose heirs were aiyled barons of ttie 
Norragh, while tht-y held that estate, down to the tinie of Charles the first. 
Tliia Js a strong case of the descent of a barony by tenure passtng in 
Irrland to a purchaser, and by a feraale from one family to another. It 
was not, however, a peerage, but a barony of the palatinate or kingdom of 
Leiuster, and eounty of Kildare.

Ib. Robertum dc Sristotlia, Sfc— The family of Brittolio, Brittolia.

BWe large estates ; Itoger de Wigornio (de Braose ] granted the nianor of 
Ballydownan to magister Richard de BrittoUo, iu the roign of king John. 
His desceudaiit, James Britteu, alios de liritollin. was 111 possession of that 
estate in 1622. It appears to have heeu forfeited in 1641. Many of this 
famiW appear on thc recnrds of Ireland. Various person» of the name of 
Laiigo olso occur 111 the Irisli rolls. In the Rot. Claus. 14 Ed. II. we find 
tlu? entrv : — Willelmus Payn, Rogerus Pavu, et Rogerus tilius Alexandri 
de Boly, recoguovenint deberf Willi-luio lilio (Iivgorii 2 marcas argcnti, 22 
Jul., 110 doubt ri-ferring to thc " Willelmum Payne de Boly" of the test. 

P. 26. Jokannem de ff->--Ac/«rrf.— -The noble fnmily of de Rupeforti, or 
Koehford, was possessed of gnat estates in Ireland, from the conquest, 
i»nd their dcscendants still possoss c-onsiderable estates ut tliis day in 
Kildare, Carlow, and Wostme.ith. John de Koi-hford was sheriff of the 
church lands, or crosses, in Kilkenny, ulthough that county was a pala- 
tine. He was prohably the aame John dc Rochefurd who married Mabella, 
wido» of Richard Tirrell, baron of Castcllknock, iu the couuty of Dublin, 
who was living at that time, 1324. 

P. 27. I't uu/uititionis, etc. — These are the tirst words of thc chapter of 
li., ( 'onsiitutions of Clemeus V. (liber v. de Hteretieis.tit.ii.cap. 1K), entitled, 
Episeopis et inquititioribus /ucresis non retistant sed omnino parnant 
dijmiui tempvrafe* et de eo crimine non cognuscant ; aliai proul duitur 
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hie puniuntur, and commencing, Ut inquisitionia negotium contra haereti- 
cam pravitatem ad Di-i gloriara, etc. 

P. 28. De plumbo cooperiret. — The covering of the chureh with lead ia 
mentioned iu the brief account of this transnction in the Chroniele of Ire- 
land, published by Camden, quotcd in a formcr note. 

P. 37. Duahus ecclesiis in Ossoria, scilicet Bah/gaveran et Gavilmoy. 
— The church of Ballyg.iveran is Gowran. Bally is merely the Iriah for 
toten, and Gaveran would, in lrish, be nearly pronounced us Gowran now 
is. Gowran is a rectory in the rurnl deanery of Claragh and diocese of 
Ossory. Iu the regal Visitation Book of 1615 \% the following entry. 
" Erant ibidcm ab antiquo quatuor vicarii in parvo collegio, et quilibet 
eorum recepit ex deciniis illius villi' ad valorem viginti uiarcorum : eonun 
erat officium intiTessi 1 divinis in ewlesia parochiaii de Gowran. Nunc 
eorum alimonia et sustentatio confertur in unum praidicatorem, qui habitat 
in dicto collegio, et totnliter recepit fructus illius parochis ut rector ejus- 
dem. — Robertus Cook, mini^ter et praxlicator: valor 50/." 

Gabelmoy.-— There is a place in Kilkenny called Galmnij, of which Sir 
Edward Butler was created viscount by patent, datcd Jll Jan. 1645; the 
title was attainted in 1691. It is very common in Ireland for parishes to 
bear two or threc names, and this was one bo circumstanced. Thcre is no 
church or benetice in the diocess of Ossory bearing that name now.

REPORT OF THE COUNCIL. 

DATED Ut MAV, 1843. 

The Coi-ncil elected on tlie 2nd May, 1S42, are pleaaed to be able to 
repeat the observations with which the Reports of all preceding Councila 
hive commenccd, natnely, that the affairs of the Society contimie in a 
«itidition of unabated prosperity, that the limited number of 1200 
Members has been maintained, and that there are numerous Candidates 
for admission upon vacancies. 

The investment standing in the names of the Trustees for the Society 
liu been increased during thc past year from ±'574 13j. Sd. Three per 
cent. Consols, to .£606 19*. 10d.; and there is in hand a sutu of £50, 
paid on account of Compositions, which the Council recommend should 
be added to the investment. 

The past year has been very pleasingly distinguished hy the circum- 
sUnce of His Royal Highness The Prince Albert having intimated his 
triih to becoroe a Member of this Society. The Council lost no time in 
evincing to His Royal Highness tliat they iluly appreciiited the honour of 
Iiis support ; and they do not douht that the Members will agree with 
them in tliinking that His Royal IIighncss'M unsolicited patronage of the 
B circumstance at once highly honourable to it, and calculated 
to conduce to its prosperity and stability, 

Another circumstance which lias happened during the past year the 
Council cannot announce to the Members without regret, Lord Francis 
F-gertou, who kinclly placed himself at the head of the Society at its in- 
stitution, when most of all it stood in need of such support, and who 
^liortly afterwards laid open his own private collections for the use of the 
Society, having found that his pubhc duties, and the state of his healtli, 
prevented his giving such attention to the affairs of the Society as he 
dwired, intimated to the Council his wisli to withdraw from the office of 
President at the close of the Socicty's lifth year. The Council feel that 
it is scarcely necessary for them to recommend to the Members tbat by a 
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general vote they should testify to his Lordship the high sense they i 
tcrtain of his past services to the Society. 

It belongs to the Members at large to fill up the vacaney thus created ; 
but the Council beg to intimate that they have sanctioned a proposal, which 
lias been duly made aecording to the laws of the Soeiety, for the election 
to the Presidentship of the Rt. Hon. Lord Braybrooke. The Council will 
not prcsume to say anything as to the eminent services rendered by his 
Lordship to historical and antiquarian literature, but they will remind 
the Memhers that he has twice served upon the Counci) of the Society, 
and has in other ways indicated his desire to promote its welfare.

The Council liave great pleasure in announcmg that Mr. Way lias 
very nearly completed the first part of the Promptorium. This valuable 
work will be thc lirst publicatiou of the ensuing ycar, and will be ready for 
delivery almost immediately. The delay in its publication has arisen from 
the great pains whieh Mr. Way has bestowed upon it.

One of the worka abore-mentioned — the Despatches of the French 
Ambassadors resident in England — will be found to be of a highly inter- 
esting character. The originals are in the Royal Archives of France ; bnt 
aecnrate transcripts haring been offered to the Ck>nncil for a sum eonsi- 
derably less than it would have cost to have procnred transcripts if the 
originals had been in the British Museum, the Council availed themselves 
of the opportonity to secure them for the Society, and the first yolume 
will probably form one of the pnblications for the ensning year. 

The Council direct the attention of the Members to the lritidnes* of 
His Grace the Duke of Rutland in placing at the use of the Society the 
Documents contained in the volume of Rutland Papers ; and of the Rev. 
Joseph Hunter in doing the same with the Diary of Bishop Cartwright. 

They also acknowledge with thankfulness and pleasure the assistance 
they have received, during the past year, from the Local Secretaries, whose 
valuable services have been most cheerfully and efficiently afibrded in the 
arrangement of the business of the Society in their several districts. In 
London, Messrs. Nichols have continued their zealous and, in many in- 
stances, gratuitous assistance in the management of the afiairs of the 
Society. An apartment in their house, with all necessary attendance and 
accommodation, has been at all times at tbe service of the Council ; thus 
saving the Society the expense of an office and an establishment. 

The Council have to regret that during the past year the Society has 
lost many valuable Members by death, and amongst them John Gaqb 
Rokewode, Esq. F.R.S., Dir. S.A. It does not come withinthe province 
of the Council to eulogise the private virtues of this inestimable gentle- 
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inan ; but as a Member of the Soeiety, who several times served upon its 
Council, and edited for it that work of great value, the Chronicle of 
Josceline de Brackclond, the Council carmot record the suddeu and pre- 
mature loss of such a valuablc coadjutor without adding tlieir testimony 
of most sincere respect for his many admirable quahties.

The Counci! feel assured tJiat the publications of the past year and 
those in immediate preparation are fully calculated to maintain the repu- 
tation of tbe Society. The Promptorium, which will be one of next year's 
books, has been already alluded to ; the collection of Letters rclating to 
the Dissolution of the Monasteries is another forthcoming work, of the 
talue of which the Council are very sanguine ; and amongst the books of 
tlie present year they would distinguish the Collection of Letters of 
l.ilernry Men, edited by Sir Henry Ellis. This volume of nearly 500 
pages, having becn just tinished at the press, is as yet iii the hands of 
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few of the Members; but the Council anticipate that when generally 
known it will be one of the most highly esteemed amongst the publications 
of the Society. It preserves many particulars relating to Camden and 
his great work the Britannia ; others respecting the formation and early 
application to the purposes of literature of the invaluable collection of 
MSS. formed by Sir Robert Cotton ; and is, in truth, a collection of 
interesting memorials of the literature of the last three centuries. So 
long as the support of the Members, and the zeal of the Editors, enable 
the Council to send forth such works, they see no reason to doubt that 
the Society will continue its useful and honourable course. Stores of 
invaluable MSS. yet remain unpublished, many of them in private 
hands; and Members of the Society cannot do better servioe to 
literature than by caUing the attention of the Council to any MSS. of the 
latter class which may happen to be accessible to them. Nothing would 
be more advantageous to the Society than that the examples of Lord 
Francis Egerton and the Duke of Rutland should have many imitators.

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And we further state that during the past year the receipts on account 
of Suhscriptions in arrear have exceeded those on the same account during 
the year prcceding by tlie sum of £101 ; but the Treasurer and Secretary 
have reported to us, that the change in the mode of receiving Subscrip- 
tions through Post Office orders, instead of by Local Secretaries, hasnot 
hitherto worked so well as was anticipated. Although it has stopped arrears 
in some places where they did exist, it has created them in others where 
before they did not, and many valuahle Members whose Suhscriptions 
were formerly received, have now fallen into arrear, notwithstanding strong 
endeavours made to prevent it. We beg to represent to the Members the 
great importance of an eariy and regular payment of thcir Suhscriptions, and 
we would recommend to such of them wliosc convenience it may suit, to 
adopt the system of perpetual cheques * upon their bankers, or any other 
mode which will secure the payment of the small Annual Subscription 
from being omitted or forgotten. 

It having also been reported to us that the Foreign Subscriptions 
occasion considerable inconvenience, and get into long arrear, we would 
recommend that it shouM be considered whether it would not be advisable 
to direct all Foreign Members, or at any event those hereafter to be 
admitted, to name some person in London, by whom their Subscriptions 
will be paid, and to whom their books are to be delivered. 

The Treasurer has also suggested to us that it would be advantageous 
to the Society, that he should be authorized to invest sums paid to him 
for Compositions, from time to time, when they amount to a sufficient 
sum to purchase £2i> stock, the adoption of which suggestion we beg to 
recommend. Witness our hands this 29th day of April, 1843.

LAWS OF THE CAMDEN SOCIETY, 






I. That thc Soeiety shall be entitled " The Camden Society, for the 
Publication of Early Historical and Literary Remains." 

II. That the objects of the Society shall be, First, the publication of 
inedited Manuscripts ; Second, the reprinting of Works of sufficient rarity 
ond importance to make Rcprints desirable ; and Third, the publieation of 
Translations of Historical Wurks not previousty rendered into English. 

III. That the Society shall consist of One Thousand Two Hundred 
Members, being Subscribers of One Pound annually ; such Subscription to 
be paid in advance, on or beforc the first day of May in every year. 

IV. That the management of the affairs of the Society shall be vcsted in 
a Prcsident and a Council consisting of fifteen Members, which President 
and Council shall be electcd annually by the Soeiety at largc, at a General 
Meeting to be held on thc 2nd day of May, being the Anniversary of Cam- 
den\s birth ; or on the Monday following, when the 2nd of May shall 
happcn to fall upon a Sunday. 

V. Tiiat the Presidcnt aud Council siiall, from amongst their own body, 
elcct a Director, who shall act as Chairraan of the Council, in the absence 
of the President, and also a Treasurer, and a Secretary. 

VI. Thst the Accompts of the Receipts and Expenditure of the Society 
sIirII lic audited annually by thrce Auditors, to he elected at the General 
Meetings, and that the Report of the Auditors, with an Abstract of the 
Accompts, shall be published. 

VII. That the names of Membcrs proposed to be elected as President, 
Councd, and Auditors, shall be trausmitted by the proposers to the Sccre- 
tary, one fortnight before the General Meeting, and that notice of the 
persons so proposed shall be forwarded by the Secretary one week before 
the General Mecting, to ail the Mcmbers residing within the limits of the 
Twopenny Post, and to all other Members who shall, in writing, request 
to receive the same. 

VIII. That no Member shall be entitled to vote at any General 
Meeting whose Subseription is in arrear. 

IX. That in every year onc-fifth in number of the Council of the year 
preceding shall be ineligible for rc-eleetion ; and that in case any Mcmbor 
of tlic Council siiall not attend more than one-third of the number of 
Meetings of the Council, such Member shall be considered to be one of 
the retiring Menibers. 

X. That in the absenee of tbe President and Director, the Councii at 
their Meetings shall elcct a Chairman, who shall have a casting vote in

case of cquality of numbers, and sball also retain his right to vote upoi 
all questions submitted to the Council. 

XI. Tliat the Funds of the Society sliall be disburscd in payment 
necessary expenses incidcnt to the production of the Works of the Socie _ 
and thatall other expenses shall be avoided as much as possible. 

XII. That, after the Members of the Society shall have reached One 
Thousand Two Hundred, vacancies in that number shall he filled up by the 
Council, from time to time as they occur. 

XIII. That every Member not in arrear of his Annual Subscription, 
shall be cntitled to One Copy of every Work published by the Society 
during that year. 

XIV. That the Members shall be invited to contribute or recommend 
Works for publication. 

XV. That Editors of Works printed by the Society shall be entitled to 
Twenty Copies of the Works they edit. 

XVI. That the Council shall detcrmine what number of copies of each 
Work shall be printed, and that the copies over and above those required 
by the Members shall be sold in such manner, and at such prices, as shall 
be fixed by the Council, the proceeds being carried to the account of the 
Society. 

XVII. That the Publications of the Society sball all form separatc and 
distinct Works, without any other connexion than tbat which must neces- 
sarily exist between the volumes of such Works as consist of several 
Volumes. 

XVIII. That any Member of the Society may at any time compound 
for his future Annual Subscriptions, by payment of £10 over and above 
his Subscription for the current year. 

XIX. That every Member of the Society who shall intimate to the 
Council his desire to withdraw from the samc, or who shall not pay his 
Subscription for the current year within three Months after his Election, 
or after sucb Subscription shall have become due, shall thereupon cease to 
be a Member of the Society. 

XX. That the Council may appoint Local Secretaries in such places, 
and with such authorities as to them shall seem expedient ; every Locai 
Secretary being a Member of the Society. 

XXI. That no alteration shall be made in these Laws, except at a 
General Meeting, nor then, unless One Month's notice of any alteration 
intended to be proposed at such Meeting shall have been given in writing 
to the Secretary.
